NUMBER OF UNEMPLOYED DOCTORAT) HOLDERS IN U.S, GROWS

[Text] New York, September 1] (XINHUA)--The total number of doctorates 
awarded in the United States last year was 31,200, an increase of 328, 
or 1.1 per cent, from the 30,872 awarded in 1978. At the same time, the 
rate of unemployed doctorate recipients was also on the increase, 
according to a report published recently by the U.S. National Academy of 
Sciences. 


According to the report, the proportion of women doctorates reached an 
all-time high of 28.6 per cent in 1979. The current number of 8,92] is 
now five times greater than the 1965 total. About two-thirds of the 
1969 to 1979 increase in women doctorates were registered in the fields 
of education and social sciences. 


From 1978 to 1979, there was an increase in the number of doctorates awarded 
to men inthe physical sciences (mathematics, physics and astronomy, 
chemistry, and earth sciences), engineering, and the life sciences, the 
first growth in these fields in eight years. However, the total number 

of men doctorates decreased 1.2 per cent. 


The report shows that of the five racial/ethnic groups, black doctorate 
recipients have the highest proportion of women doctorates, with 37.9 per 
cent, followed by whites (26.9 per cent), American Indians (28.5 per 
cent), Hispanics (24.4 per cent) and Asians (17.0 per cent). [As received] 


Meanwhile, the report also shows that between 1969 and 1979, the proportion 
of doctorate recipients still seeking employment at time of doctorate 
increased from 17.7 per cent to 20.6 percent in mathematics, from 

18.7 per cent to 21.6 per cent in agricultural sciences, from 13.4 per cent 
to 21.3 per cent in political sciences, from 10.3 per cent to 14.7 per cent 
in economics, and from 19.3 per cent to 25.9 per cent in education. The 
largest increase in proportion of doctorate recipients still seeking employ- 
ment has been in the humanities fields (history, English and American 
literature, and foreign language and literature). In 1979, the proportion 
of the unemployed doctorate recipients in these fields was around 32 to 

38 per cent.

GOVERNMENT TO SALVAGE JAPANESE WARSHIPS SUNK DURING WORLD WAR TI 
OW061315 Tokyo KYODO in English 1253 GMT 6 Sep 80 


[Text] Beijing, Sept 6 KYODO--China has decided to salvage Japanese 
warships which sank in China's |2-mile terrttorial waters during 
World War II. 


China will start the work on its own at an early date to prevent trouble 
the submerged Japanese ships may cause to navigation and fishing within 
its waters. 


China will allow Japan to salvage other Japanese warships which went 
down outside its territorial waters during the war. China is ready 
to help Japan in the work. 


This decision was disclosed Friday by Chinese Vice Minister of Communica- 
tions Peng Deqing to Japanese Dietman Seiichi Takagawa, leader of the 
New Liberal Club now visiting Beijing. 


About two years ago, Tagawa asked for China's cooperation in salvaging 
such Japanese ships. 


Following the new Chinese decision, the Japanese side will have to work 
out its steps quickly for salvaging these ships and collecting the 
remains of Japanese still aboard these ships. 


According to Tagawa, more than 240 Japanese warships with a total tonnage 
of 800,000 tons sank in waters ranging from Bohai Bay to the Sov.h China 
Sea during World War II. 


He estimated that the remains or bodies of 3,000 to 4,000 Japanese are 
still untouched on board the submerged warships. More than half of them 
may be under waters outside China's territorial sea, Tagawa said. 


The Chinese vice minister also told Tagawa that China recently completed an 
investigation of the Japanese repatriation ship Awa Maru which sank on 
April 1, 1945 after being attacked by a U.S. submarine in the Taiwan Straits 
on its way home from a repatriation mission to Southeast Asian islands. 


The minister said that no rare metals were found in the investigation of 
the 11,249-ton Japanese ship.

NEWSLETTER DISCUSSES VISIT TO EC HEADOUARTERS

the Road of Unity--A Visit to EC Headquarters") 


(Text) The EC headquarters is a modern X-shaped building located in the 
Rue de La Loi near the center of Brussels, capital of Belgium. In order 
to commemorate Robert Schuman, the proposer of the EC and former French 
foreign minister, people named the circle in front of the building after 
him. 


As soon as this reporter arrived in Brussels, he managed to find time to 
visit the EC headquarters. During talks, people from the EC said to the 
reporter in a satisfied tone: "When economics is concerned, we have 
fulfilled three great tasks over the past 20 years. Despite the slow 
progress, there is no state or grouping in the world today that can do 
what we do." 


First of all, the EC instituted a customs union. They practiced tariff 
unity outside the community and on the other hand, abolished mutual tariff 
inside it. They also instituted free circulation of capital, labor force 
and labor affairs, thus forming a united market. 


Second, they fundamentally practiced a common agricultural policy. They 
unified the prices of principal agricultural products, achieved free 
circulation of agricultural products inside the community and set up 
common agricultural funds. The implementation of the common agricultural 
policy has played a very important role in the development of agriculture 
of the EC, 


Third, after so much discussion and many setbacks over the past years, 

the "European monetary system" which is called the most important stage 

in the joint history of Western Europe was set up and made effective since 
last March. 


Although this was my first visit to EC headquarters, their achievements in 
joint economy gave me a very deep impression: tariff-free commodites of 
EC member _ountries were found everywhere and enterprises and there were

many shops run by West Germany, France, the United Kingdom, Ltaly and so 
on. People could enjoy the use of different consumer products fron 
different countries, Citizens of EC member countries could freely enter 
or leave other member countries without a valid visa, 


The economy of the EC has greatly developed since it has obtained great 
achievements in industry and agriculture and in currency links between 
these two. The gross national income of the nine countries in 1979 
amounted to $2,380.4 billion, higher than that of the United States 
($2,349 billion). The volume of foreign trade of the nine countries 

was nine times that of the Soviet Union and three times that of the United 
States. It is the greatest trade zone in the world. 


Economic growth also raised the internacional status of the EC and 

greatly changed the setup of international relations. This enables the 

EC to play a more important role in maintaining peace and security in 
Europe and throughout the world. An important aim of these nine countries 
in their political coordination is to oppose the threat of hes, .mnonism. 
This is the path that the EC has pursued over the past 20 years. 


From the very beginning, the EC tended to oppose control and domination 
by the superpowers. As far back as in the period of drafting the treaty 
of Rome, members of the EC basically agreed to prepare for political 
alliance as soon as they reached a certain stage in economic unity. Due 
to different political situations and imbalance in economic development 
and in addition, misunderstanding between the nations created by history, 
a political alliance is still far from being achieved. However, politica] 
coordination has speeded up since Soviet hegemonism exerted threats and 
pressure on Western Europe and its periphery. Of course, there is bound 
to be some disharmony sometimes on the path of political coordination. 


At the end of 1973, at a meeting of the heads of the nine EC member states, 
the "European identity’ was declared. It soundly proposed that "Europe 
must gradually come to speak with a unanimous voice." At the 1974 meeting 
of the heads of the nine member states, the community decided, starting 
from 1975, to hold three meetings of heads of member states each year to 
strengthen political coordination and harmony in foreign policy. In the 
past few years, on a number of important foreign policy issues the nine 
states carried out discussion and consultation through the chanrel of 
political coordination, and publicized joint declarations. 


It is worth pointing out that the EC not only has speeded up unity and 
coordination within Western Europe, but also gradually strengthened 
relations and coordination with the Third World. This is a positive 
factor in the current anti-hegemonic struggle. Currently, (Tone) 
chairman of the Council of Ministers of the community is visiting the 
Middle East on behalf of the community, aiming to make contributions 
on the Middle East issue. 











Of course, al! is not a bed of roses here. There are a lot of thistles 
and thorns facing the EC, The greatest problem of all is the economic 
problem. Jenkins, chairman of the community commission predicted at the 
beginning of the year chat 1980 would be a "grim year" for the conmunity. 
The materials that the community headquarters provided to this reporter 
indicated that in the wake of the acute economic recession in the |aiced 
States, the member states of EC also faced difficulties in the first half 
of the year with demand reduced, industrial production stagnating or 
falling, inflation increasing and foreign trade deficit growing. On the 
whole, the number of unemployed now in Western Europe has reached its post- 
war peak. In the future, the EC will continue to slowly advance on the 
winding path of two high (high increase rate of commodity price and high 
rate of unemployment) and one low (low rate of economic growth).

Another Malaysian paper SING PING YIT PAO, in an editorial on September, 
las printed] pointed out if Viet Nam does not pull its troops from 
Kampuchea, the war in Kampuchea could not come to an end, there would 
be no political solution to the disputes in that country, no peace in 
Indochina and security of Thailand could hardly be guaranteed and the 
stability and neutrality of Southeast Asia might be undermined at any 
time. 


Commenting on Hanoi's draft resolution on "Problem of Peace and Security 
in South East Asia,'’ NANYANG SIANG PAU of Malaysia said in an article 
on September 7, Viet Nam attempts to mislead the public. Its purpose 

is obviously to legalize the reality in Kampuchea which it created by 
using force, thus setting up a mini East Europe in Indochina.

JAPANESE ECONOMIC RELATIONS WITH ASEAN STATES REVIEWED 
OW090222 Beijing XINHUA in English 0104 GMT 9 Sep 80 


{Text} Hong Kong, September 7 (XINHUA)=-The economic relations between 
the ASEAN states and Japan have rapidly developed in the past few years. 
Export of the ASEAN states to Japan increased to 16,300 million U.S. 
dollars in 1979 from 7,700 million in 1976, registering an annual 
increase of 30,1 per cent. Their import from Japan went up to 9,600 
million U.S. dollars in 1979 from 6,100 million in 1976, averaging 

an annual growth of 16.4 per cent. Japan's investments in these 
countries, which stood at 4,300 million U.S. dollars in 1976, last year 
reached 6,100 million, accounting for 33 per cent of the total foreign 
investments in the region. 


In the period of 1975-1979, the Japanese Government extended 2,000 million 
dollars in direct aid to these nations, which accounted for 4.1 per cent 
of its total economic aid for foreign countries, 


Moreover, Japan and the ASEAN states have become political partners in 
what is noted as another salient point in their relationship. Since 

Viet Nam was condemned by the ASEAN states because of its occupation of 
Phnom Penh in January last year, Japan firmly supported the joint state- 
ment adopted by the special session of the ASEAN foreign ministers calling 
for the withdrawal of all foreign troops in Kampuchea. It wanted to see 
the earliest possible restoration of peace and stability in the region 

in accordance with the principles of national self-determination and non- 
interference in the internal affairs of other countries. At various 
international conferences, the Japanese Government invariably expressed sup- 
port forthe ASEAN's position on the Kampuchean issue and reaffirmed 

its recognition of the Government of Democratic Kampuchea. The recent 
Vietnamese invasion of Thailand was also sharply condemned by Japan, 

which has since been closely following developments in Southeast Asia 

and Kampuchea. More recently Japan has taken closer economic cooperation 
with the ASEAN states as a part of its overall security policy. 


But relations between ASEAN and Japan are not void of disagreements. The 
ASEAN nations have complained about Japan's slow pace in developing 
economic cooperation. They demand the entry of more ASEAN products into 











Japanese market and hope for more financial and techhical aid from Japan, 
Some countries criticized Japan for being "too protective of itself" 

and “elusive in making concrete commitmente” on certain major inter- 
national! issues, The ASEAN countries are aleo unhappy about Japan's 
conditional, “temporary halt" to economic aid to Viet Nam, 


Nevertheless, ASEAN and Japan are working hard to develop their coopera=- 
tion in view of their fundamental common intereste, 


Southeast Asia is important to Japan not only as a market, a raw 

material supplier and an area for investment, but also for the sea passage 
through the Strait of Malacca which is regarded asa “life Line” to 
Japan's economy, Japan's 80 per cent of ofl and 50 per cent of copper 

and iron have to be transported through the strait and it is imperative 
for Japan to defend peace and stability in Southeast Asia. ASEAN 
countries on their part also need Japan's economic aid and political 
support to speed up economic development and to upgrade their capability 
for regional defense in the presence of the threat of Soviet and 
Vietnamese aggression,

NEED TO PUNISH EVLL=<DOERS ASSOCTATED WITH JIANG QING EMPHASIZED

in Enforcing the Law") 


[Text] Newspapers have recently reported some court rulings on persons who 
were found guilty of violating party discipline and state laws, rulings 
which have received warm support from the masses. Commenting on these rulings, 
the .asses have regarded sono sentences as either too severe or too lenient. 
Some comrades who prefer laws that carry heavy penalties against crimes 
contend that too lenient sentences handed down by the courts may render the 
laws ineffective in preventing future crimes. Other comrades who advocate 
leniency in enforcing the laws and who are aware that our country has gone 
through a long period without any semblance of laws warned against any 
drastic changes in the enforcement of laws, arguing that too severe punish- 
ment of people may backfire by disrupting stability and unity. 


I feel that the laws represent the will of the ruling class in society; 
before it is put into effect--no matter whether it carries heavy penalty or 
not--it should take into account the needs of society to maintain stability 
and progress. In Chinese history, as far as the enforcement of laws is 
concerned, severity has been alternated with leniency; debate over their 
merits has taken place on several occasions. 


When Liu Bang, first emperor of the Han Dynasty, triumphantly entered Xian- 
yang and overthrew the Qin Dynasty in the third century B.C., he promulgated 
a three-article provisional law stipulating: "Murdeters shall be sentenced 
to death. Robbery and other offenses that inflict bodily injuries on 

persons shall be punished according to the law. All laws promulgated by the 
Qin Dynasty which carry death penalty against slanderers and their relatives 
and which stipulate public execution for rumor-mongers are henceforth declared 
gull and void." This correct measure received a favorable response from the 
people immediately after its promulgation. In the years that followed, it 
also played an important role in defeating the enemy of the Han Dynasty and 
in unifying the country. 
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When Zhu Geliang (61/5 5514 0081] helped Liu bel establish a kingdom with 
Chengdu as ite capital, he called ‘or strict measures againat offenses for 
the reason that the administration under the former ruler Liu Zhang was 
politically corrupt and was inept in enforcing the law. At that time, an 
important official named Fa Zheng [3127 2973) suggested to Zhu Geliang that 
"lawe of leniency’ be promulgated to placate and cheer up the suffering 
people just as Liu Bang had done before him, But Zhu Geliang turned down 
his suggestion following a thorough analyeia of the two historical eventa-- 
Liu Bang's triumphant entry to Xianyang and Liu Bei's conquest of Chengdu, 
pointing out: "If Liu Bang did not nullify the Qin Dynasty's laws deeply 
hated by the people for their harsh penalties and replaced it with his own 
laws of leniency, he would be unable to restore the normal life and to 
promote atability and the development of production in society. The State 
of Shu now faced a different situation. Under the prolonged rule of the 
former king, law and discipline had been neglected and there was no dis- 
tinction between those meriting commendation and those deserving punish- 
ment. Consequentiy, a bad lifestyle prevailed over society. Only by 
strictly enforcing the law could the State of Shu bring about order across 
the land.” Zhu Geliang strictly enforced the law and tallied his speeches 
with his actions. He never reneged on his word. Nor did he want to put 
himself above the law. For failing to defend Jieting, a strategic point 
guarding the State of Shu, he tearfully ordered a responsible general and 
hie intimate aide Ma Shu [7456 6204] to be executed along with a self- 
denial request for is own demotion both in rank and position and for a 
cut in his pay. As a result of the implementation of these correct mea- 
sures, the Kingdom of Shu soon became strong and prosperous again, thus 
forming a balance of power with two other kingdoms in China at that time. 


Today, the problem we face is more complicated than at any time in history. 
When Lin Biao and the "gang of four" were in power, their critics, and 
writers opposing them were wrongly charged and sentenced to death. Some 
false charges even got their victims’ relatives and friends involved and 
incriminated. While rehabilitating these victims, we must guard against 
the revival of such corporal punishment and torture as called for in the 
laws enforced by Lin Biao and the “gang of four,” and must draw lessons 
from historical experiences so as to prevent the repetition of similar 
tragedy in the future. In dealing with the victimized persons, we must 
be lenient in enforcing the law. On the other hand, many people have com- 
mitted crimes with the encouragement and connivance of Lin Biao and Jiang 
Qing and company. These serious offenders and evil-doers who once rode 
roughshod over others in their native places under the influence of Lin 
Biao and Jiang Qing and company still feel no regret and remorse even to 
date for what they have done. Severe punishment must be meted out to 
them within the framework of party discipline and the laws of the land. 

We must make public some typical criminal cases handled by the court. 

Only in this way can we educate the people and win their confidence in 
the integrity of our laws and discipline and inspire them to consciously 
and responsibly defend the socialist legal system and help those wrongdoers 
learn from their past mistakes in order to avoid the future ones and 
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prevent others from offending the laws, This policy is essential to the 
maintenance of stability and unity in our country, 





The people demand the socialist legal system under which Laws will be 
continuously enacted and observed by the people and their offenders will 
be punished; all citizens including ordinary and leading cadres sha.l be 
dealt with according to the due process of the law once they are found 
guilty of crimes. Gone are the days when the officials stand above the 
law. Cadres, especially leading cadres, must accept the supervision of 
the masses. The legal concept of everyone being equal before the law 
should no longer be regarded as merely an empty slogan and should be 
applied to everyone in society. If every commanding general acts like 
Zhu Geliang who upheld the law by tearfully executing his beloved general, 
who else would dare disobey the law and abuse his authority?

Up a Corrupt Official; Xia Yi Urges Dealing With Chen Yonggui According 
to Law") 


[Text] Xiong Fu, member of the CPPCC National Committee and former 
chief editor of HONGQI, accused vice premier of the State Council 
Kang Shien of covering up violations of law and discipline involving 
Yang Yibang, a vice minister of chemical industry (the Ministry of 
Chemical Industry was formerly known as the Ministry of Petrochemical 
Industry), in doing business with businessmen from Hong Kong. Many 
CPPCC members, who have been engaged in cultivating friendly relations 
with foreign countries, have also viewed the matter in an unfavorable 
light. According to informed sources, the matter was brought to light 
last year. 


Xia Yi, a veteran writer and vice chairman of the All-China Literary 
Association, accused Chen Yonggui of squandering state funds in the 
region of tens of million yuan by unveiling a project for "shifting 
water from the west to the east," a project which was considered "false, 
big and empty." He insisted that Chen Yonggui be dealt with according 
to law. Since similar scandals have been found in various places, 

they merit our close attention. 


Some people have pointed out that Chen Yonggui's son who often behaves 
outrageously has been nicknamed "Chen Yanei." 


Cao Diou, widow of Kang Sheng, was castigated by those attending CPPCC's 
group discussions. Some people demanded that she be expelled from the 
NPC Standing Committee. 


According to allegations, she is suspected of framing people. After her 
sister committed suicide, she immediately had more than 70 people 
arrested. She and Kang Sheng took possession of many cultural relics 
kept in the imperial museum, writing her own name on some of them. 
After Kang Sheng died, she did not vacate the houses she has occupied, 
nor has she returned quite a good number of rare Chinese classics. She 
has even damaged some of them. 
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Some NPC deputies and CPPCC delegates were not satisfied with the replies 
of Tang Ke, minister of metallurgical industry, with regard to problems 
of the Baoshan Iron and Steel Complex in Shanghai. His answers were 
considered irrelevant to the issues raised and were so ambiguous that 
they sounded unconvincing. According to Liu Jingfan, vice minister of 
civil affairs, the Baoshan complex is not close to either minerals 
sources, deep water harbors, coal or water sources. He said it is incon- 
ceivable that such a huge steel mill should have been constructed at all. 
He added that this project should have been put off until a later date. 


Some people likened shipping minerals at high charges from areas outside 
Shanghai, which lacks mineral resources, to eating beancurd but paying 
the price of meat. 


Aging and retiring Vice Premier of the State Council Xu Xiangqian said: 
Older people like us should step down to make way for younger people. 
Only by doing this can the leadership be strengthened and improved, 
collective efforts brought into play and the four modernizations achieved 
at an early date. 


Wang Guangmei, widow of the late PRC Chairman Liu Shaoqi, believes that 
both the aged and the inept should be retired. Some cadres, she noted, 

are neither qualified nor morally acceptable and have not made meritorious 
contributions. She thinks such people should resolutely step down and be 
removed. The important thing, she said, is to promote talented and morally 
acceptable people and those having organizing ability, even though they 

are not party members, to be state cadres. Party members are not the only 
ones who should necessarily become government officials.

PERSONALITY CULT SYMBOL REMOVAL CRITICIZED

[Text] Four years have passed since the demise of Chairman Mao. Some 
earth-shaking events have taken place in China during these 4 years. 
Particularly since the latter half of this year, the entire nation has 
covertly or overtly criticized the mistakes committed by Chairman Mao. 
Chairman Mao's portraits, inscriptions and quotations, and monuments 
built in his memory, have been removed or torn down, Even Chairman Mao's 
remains stored in the Memorial Hall have not been properly taken care 
of by regular application of preservatives. As a result, there is a 
danger that Chairman Mao's remains may decompose. In view of this 
situation, his remains should no longer be kept in the Memorial Hall. 
They should be buried at the Babaoshan Cemetery or some other place. 


The situation has changed. Four years ago, who could imagine what is 
happening today? Generally speaking, the people in China advocate 

the elimination of the symbols of the personal cult. The removal of 
these symbols would at least vent the resentment of the broad masses of 
China who have suffered so much during the past 20 years. However, 

we must always remember that to remove the symbols of the personal cult 
is only a way to remove something on the surface without touching the 
inside. So far as the whole party, the entire army and all the people 
in the nation are concerned, the real danger of the personal cult is 
that it heads to erroneous line. Therefore, the key does not lie in 
removing portraits and monuments. The main task is to totally abandon 
the erroneous line. However, very little has been done in this regard. 
Many signs in the party, in the army and in the country at present have 
substantiated that in certain fields, there have been some changes in 
implementing the line and policies, but in some other fields there are 
practically changes. 





If we review the reports and resolutions of the recent NPC session objec- 
tively, we will find that there have been some real changes in certain 
fields, that efforts have been made to explore new ways of doing 

things, foster a new style of work and bring about a new spiritual outlook, 
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and that progress has been made in these fields. However, in certain 
fields, the line remains the same, No one dares to tackle problems 
left over from the past. For many years there has been no progress 
in these fields where the pernicious influence of the old line still 
prevails, 


In short, in many spheres there are practically no changes. The crroneous 
line, bad style of work and the spiritual shackles of the past still 

play the predominant role. These spheres at present are no better off 
than they were 4 years ago. The pernicious influence of the old line 
still stifles new, emerging things. If we speak more frankly about the 
dangerous nature of the personal cult, we should point out first that 
within our party there still exists a feudal, autocratic and patriarchal 
style of work. To eliminate all this, we still need to wage acute 
struggles to destroy the foundation of the personal cult. However, even 
at this date, we have just started to remove the symbols of personal cult. 
At the same time, there is already someone who tries to develop and con- 
solidate the supreme power he has already seized and to revive the system 
of feudal, autocratic dictatorship. 


Chairman Mao died 4 years ago, and his remains at the Memorial Hall have 
Started to decompose. However, th. pernicious influence of the old line 
still prevails and will continue to harm the whole party, the entire 
army and all the people in the country.

CRITICISM, SELF-CRITICISM MUST BE RESTORED

Must Have the Courage To Criticize Erroneous Words and Deeds") 


[Text] To criticize erroneous thinking and a bad work style is the nor- 
mal democratic life within the party and is an effective method of 
strengthening and improving the party's leadership and of increasing the 
party's fighting capacity. After the "gang of four" was smashed, and 
especially since the Third Plenum of the llth Party Central Committee, 
our party's fine traditional style of criticism and self-criticism work 
has been basically restored. However, due to the serious havoc wreaked 
by Lin Biao and the "gang of four," our party has not recovered from 
damage suffered during the 10-year turmoil, and until now the phenomenon 
of having not the courage to criticize and of being afraid of ideologi- 
cal struggle is still relatively widespread in our party. 


Why don't they have the courage to criticize erroneous thinking and bad 
trends, and the courage to engage in struggle? It is said that they 

are a bit afraid of something, and mainly they are afraid of offending 
the leadership, especially their immediate superior, lest they wear 

small shoes [to be admonished or punished later by that superior]. They 
are afraid of disclosing problems related to cadres on the same level, 
lest that affect their relationship. They are afraid of combating prob- 
lens concerning old colleagues and old friends, lest they lose their 
friendship and injure personal fellings. We should know that to engage 
in revolution, we have to offend some people. For these people, critici- 
zing their defects and mistakes means showing our concern about them and 
helping them. This is not a bad thing but a good thing. Every one of 
our Communist Party members must stand firm on our party's principles. 

He should criticize, with confidence in the strength of our being right, 
those works and deeds that are detrimental to the proletarian revolution- 
ary cause. He should not be afraid of offending somebody, not be afraid 
of losing his friendship, and not be afraid of suffering any blow. Only 
in this way is it possible to overcome and correct various kinds of nonpro- 
letarian thinking within the party. Without criticism, without prohibi- 
tion, and without struggle, it is likely that mistakes will expand, grow 
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and spread, thus eroding the party's organization, damaging the party's 
prestige, and seriously weakening the party's fighting capacity. This 
would show that Communist Party members lack party spirit. 


Comrade Liu Shaeqi pointed out in his book "On the Self-Cultivation of 
Communist Party Members: “lt is not right to take a liberaliatic and 
bureaucratic attitude toward various defects, mistakes, and bad phenom- 
ena within the party. We must expand criticieam and self-criticiem and 
conduct a correct struggle within the party so as to work against all 
the bad phenomena in the party and overcome differences within the party. 
Only in this way is it possible for the party to consolidate, expand, 
and progress." in order to pursue more thoroughly the spirit of the 
Fifth Plenum of the lith Party Central Committee in building our party 
into 4 party which is full of vigor and vitality, has an upright work 
atyle, has a solid and strong organization, and is stern and impartial 
in discipline, forever maintaining the characteristics of an exemplary 
proletarian vanguard team, every Communist Party member must take up the 
courage to engage in an uncompromising struggle with all erroneous 
thinking and bad work styles. He should never adopt the liberalistic 
attitude of being wise enough for personal survival. 


Certainly, the criticiem that we advocate is a responsiblity of the party. 
An obligation for comrades, is beneficial, does not constitute irrespon- 
sible criticiem and argument, and is not false or unrestrained criticiem. 
Criticiem of comrades who have made mistakes should follow the principles 
of “learning 4 lesson from the past and avoiding future mistakes," ‘turing 
ilinese and saving people from danger,” and “unity--criticiem--unity." 

it means being good to people and convincing people of what is right, 

thus attaining the purpose of clarifying thinking and uniting comrades. 
Such thinking ae building up crimes, “ruthless struggle, and relentless 
blows” are the evil effect and influence of Lin Biao and the "gang of 


four,” and should be thoroughly suppressed.

LESS PUBLICITY FOR INDIVIDUALS ADVOCATED

[RENMIN RIBAO 4 September article by Yu Jinan: "Consciously Follow the 
Principle of ‘Less Publicity for Individuals'"] 


{Text} Beijing, 4 Sep--Recently the party Central Committee issued a 
directive on adhering to the principle of “less publicity for individuals" 
and laid down concrete stipulations. Our task is, on the basis of in- 
depth ideological education, to adopt positive and appropriate measures 
to get down to realities in conscientiously implementing the principle 

of “less publicity for individuals." 





Since the 3d plenary session of the party's lith Central Committee, 
through setting things right on the major issue of principle, "to give 
more praise to the worker-peasant-soldier masses, the party and the 
revolutionaries of the older generation and give less publicity to any 
individual," gradually there are more things propagating historical 
materialism; fewer things propagating historical idealism; more publicity 
for the achievements of workers, peasants and intellectuals in working 
for the four modernizations; and less publicity for the unimportant 
activities and speeches of individual leaders. The once prevailing 
situation of "giving prominence to individuals" has begun to change. 
However, we must also see the other side of the question. In activities 
commemorating proletarian revolutionaries of the older generation, too 
much prominence is still given to their individual roles and the 
approach is not realistic enough. The commemorative ways have seriously 
become mere formalities, to the extent that various forms of commemora- 
tive activities are heid in the birthplaces of leaders who are still 
living, or in the schools where they once studied, places where they 
once worked or on articles they once used. These practices manifest 

a lack of political dignity. They not only cause extravagance and waste 
and alienate the masses, but in themselves are colored with the view that 
individuals are the makers of history. They are neither conducive 

to carrying out Marxist education inside and outside the party, nor are 
they helpful in eliminating the infivences of feudal and bourgeois 
ideologies. 
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Why is it that the principle 9: “leas publicity for individuale” still 
cannot be conacientiously im lemented in some places and units? An 
important reason ia that the influence of historical idealiem “to give 
prominence to individuale” has not been eliminated, Our country came 
through several thousand years of feudal rule and more than 100 years 

of semifeudal and semicolonial rule, and teudal ideology is deeperocted, 
Patriarchal ideology, the idea of imperial authority, the idea of 
religious authority and other pernictous feudalistic influences have 
seeped into the party and become a stubborn spiritual force. In 
addiction, for years in the past, Lin Biao and the “gang of four," out 

of their counterrevolutionary needs, vigorously pushed a "deification 
movement’ with ulterior motives. They described the revolutionary leader 
as an ommiscient and ommipotent god, denied that the masses of the 
people are the makers of history and for a period indeed confused a 
considerable number of party members, cadres and the masses. People 
often unconsciously attribute all our victories and achievements to an 
individual and place all their hopes and their destiny on an individual, 
thereby magniiving the role of the individual. 


Of course, Marxism never denied the historical role of great figures, 

and considered it a fairly big role, Without a number of the most 
influential and experienced leaders, it is impossible for the proletarian 
political party to lead the revolution and construction to victory. 

Mao Zedong, Zhou Enlai, Liu Shaoqi, Zhu De and other proletarian revolu- 
tionaries of the older generation made immortal contributions to the 
Chinese Communist Party, the Chinese people and the Chinese revolution. 
Making « realistic appraisal of them and conducting some appropriate and 
unexaggerated commemorative activities are necessary, both for historical 
studies and for educating future generations. But, if various forms 

are misused to improperly exaggerate the role of individuals, it will 
lead to the opposite. Is not the painful Lesson in modern superstition 
vigorously pushed by Lin Biao and the “gang of four" deep enough? We 
must never again do such foolish things. 


Some comrades do not support "giving prominence to individuals," but, 
when handling concrete issues, they often avoid expressing their attitude 
or turn the contradiction over to their superiors, for they are afraid 
that “accounts will be settled after the autumn harvest.” Such thinking 
and misgivings are not without cause. When Lin Biao and the "gang of 
four" were on the rampage, whether or not one "gave prominence to 
individuals" was taken as one's “expression of political attitude." 
Those who did this vigorously could win such good names as "highly 
conscious," "closely following,” "holding high," and so forth, and 
thereby make rapid advances in their careers. Those who were unwilling 
to do so could hardly escape being labeled “against the leader” to 
"counterrevolutionary" and subjected to attacks and persecution, 
Therefore, everyone feared for his own safety and was afraid to violate 
the "forbidden area." It was like people turning pale at the mere 
mention of the tiger. To thoroughly correct this kind of disgusting 








conduct which violates the guiding principles for inner=party political 
life is in itwelt meant to eliminate the pernicious influence of 
Lin Biao and the "gang of four," 


Now, the "guiding principles for inner=party political life" has explicit- 
ly stipulated: "publicity in relation to leading members should be 
realistic and no unprincipled glorification of them is allowed, It is 
impermissible to praise leading members of the proletariat in the 
sycophantic terms used by the exploiting classes, nor is it permissible 

to distort history or cook up tacts in publicizing the contributions 

of leading members. There should be no celebration of the birthdays of 
leading members, nor should they be sent gifts or congratulatory messages. 
No memorial hall should be built for any living person, and not too many 
such halls should be built for late leaders, Streets, places, enterprises 
or schools should not be named after leading members of the party. 

Except on diplomatic occasions, when a leader is away on official business 
it is forbidden to organize welcomes and send-offs, put up slogans, beat 
drums and gongs and hold banquets in his honor." Anyone who violates 

the above-mentioned stipulations and resists implementation of the 
principle of "less publicity for individuals" on the pretext of “expressing 
a political attitude” is not to be tolerated by party discipline. We 
must have the courage to take a clear-cut stand to oppose all words 

and deeds giving prominence to individuals. 


Some people use their “profound proletarian feelings," as justification 
to argue for "giving prominence to individuals," as if "giving less 
publicity to individuals" means having no or very little "feelings." 

This is another manifestation that the influence of "deification of the 
individual" has not been eliminated. Communists never talk about 

feelings in abstract terms. They always place their proletarian feelings 
under Marxist principles, and do not substitute "feelings" for principles. 
If we accept the materialist conception of history, we certainly recog- 
nize that the victory and achievements of our country's revolution and 
construction should be attributed primarily to the hard struggle of 

the masses of people and the party's leadership, not to just one or 
several individuals. Obviously without the party organization, how 

could there be leading members of the party? Without hundreds of millions 
of unknown heroes, how could there be the few known heroes? The 
principle "to give more praise to the worker-peasant-soldier masses, the 
party and the revolutionaries of the older generation and give less 
publicity to any individual" put forward by our party exactly embodies 
this spirit. If we on the one hand loudly claim to ardently love the 
leaders and on the other hand look down on the masses of the people; pay 
no attention to the sufferings of the masses and do not even hesitate 

to pull down factories and people's homes in order to erect memorial halls, 
museums, pavillions and monuments and "give prominence to individuals,” 
people will have reason to doubt if these are real proletarian feelings. 
It is understandable and beyond reproach if the vast numbers of party 
members, cadres and masses, out of their ardent love and memory for late 








leaders and revolutionary martyrs, call for some necessary memorial 
inetallations, On this question, the party principle is clear-cut: 
there should be such ineatallations, and they should be well-kept, 
However, to ardently love and cherish the memory of leading members, 
the important things are not the formalities, but concrete actions, 
Through recalling and learning from the revolutionary thinking and 
revolutionary practice of the revolutionaries of the older generacion 
to carry on the communist cause for which they fought all their lives 
and satrive to make more contributions to the four modernizations--this 
is the most meaningful. 


At present, to implement the party Central Committee's specific stipula- 
tions of "giving lees publicity to any individual," it is necessary to 
vigorously carry out ideological education in historical materialism, 

do away with all kinds of ideological obstacles and create a new 
practice of consciously not giving prominence to individuals inside 

and outside the party. This is of great significance in improving 
democratic life in the party and the country and in speeding up the four 
modernizations program.

CADRES, PEOPLE ARE TO BE HELD EQUAL BEFORE THE LAW

[Article by Lawyer Ma Rongjie [7456 2837 2638]: "Cadres Who Break the 
Law Must Be Held Just as Guilty as the People") 


[Text] In order to earnestly protect the citizens’ rights and legal bene- 
fits and to consolidate and expand the stable and unified political situa- 
tion, it is necessary to strengthen democracy and the rule of law. Any 
citizen who commits a crime and breaks the law should be punished; every- 
one is supposed to be equal before the law; no special privileges should 
be permitted. Relevant organizations in certain places have taken inade- 
quate measures with regard to cadres--especially leading cadres--who have 
broken the law and committed crimes. Some have received disciplinary 
action by the party instead of sanctions imposed by national laws, so as 
to evade public opinion. There have been some cases of tolerance and accom~ 
odation, with [cadres] pardoned and sheltered. This actually means that 
the cadres were protected as "special citizens." The result has been a 
very bad effect on upholding the benefits of all citizens and upholding 
the dignity and authority of the law. 





There have been many cases which have showed that cadres who break the Law 
are not held as guilty as the people. Li Lianfu [2621 6647 1381], vice 
secretary of the party committee of the Songshu town mine of the Tonghua 
Mining Bureau and concurrently director of the mine, and Li Yunsong [2621 
0336 2646], assistant director of the mine, seriously violated rules and 
regulations by forcing the workers to take risks in their work; the re- 
sult was a gas explosion accident, with 52 workers dead and 6 severely in- 
jured, and serious economic damage to the nation. For their grave respon- 
sibility for such an accident, the local court sentenced Li Lianfu to only 
3 years’ penal servitude and 4 years' probation, and Li Yusong to 2 years' 
penal servitude and 3 years’ probation. From the investigative report of 
the accident by a GONGREN RIBAO reporter (see GONGREN RIBAO of 4 July) and 
the disclosures and petitions of the relatives of the victims (see GONGREN 
RIBAO of 14 July), it can be seen that the aftermath of this accident, in 
which many were killed or injured, was very serious, and the whole episode 
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was very vicious, According to Article 114 of the eriminal law, the sen= 
tence should be 3 to 7 years’ penal servitude, with no conditions appli- 
eable to probation. Why did the courc inelude a sentence of probation? 

In another place, a temale worker was a boiler attendant, and because the 
boiler was old and in poor condition, and because she was negiigent while 
she was on duty, an accident oceurred with no casualties, But the .emale 
worker was sentenced to 8 years' penal servitude. By comparison, although 
the attermath was serious in the first case, the sentence was rather Light 
(probation), whereas in the second case, although the aftermath was far 
from being as serious as that of the first case, the sentence was heavy 

(8 years). Why? le it because cadres were involved in the first case and 
4 common worker in the second? If such is the case, how unequal it is 
before the law! 


Wang Fu [3769 3940], vice chairman of the Yunnan Province's Trade Union 
and member of the party organization, beat up car driver Shu Tiancal 

(5289 1131 2088] of the same unit, causing a "traumatic puncture of the 
eardrum with a complication of deafening" in Shu's left ear. Wang Fu 

only received a serious admonition within the party (see GONGREN RIBAO of 
16 May 1980). As stipulated in Article 134 of the criminal law: One who 
harms a person's body on purpose, ri sulting in a severe injury to the per- 
son, shall be sentenced to 3 to 7 years’ penal servitude, Wang Fu showed 
off his power as a big official and fiercely slapped the face of driver 
Shu Tiancai, making Shu's "two ears thunder and two eyes blur" and result- 
ing in a "punctured eardrum.’' Why was he not sentenced by criminal law? 
Somebody wondered how serious it would have been if it were the car driver 
who had beaten up the vice chairman of the Provincial Trade Union and deaf- 
ened him. The sentence would have been from at least 3 years’ to at most 
7 years' penal servitude. This supposition has definite logic. 


The above facts explain that some cadres of the party and political organ- 
izations do not have a strong conviction about the rule of law, are not 
clear enough about the principle that everybody is supposed to be equal 
before the law, and are intentionally or unintentionally partial to leading 
cadres, causing a very bad effect among the masses. It is only natural 
that some people have reflected: "A common people who breaks the law can 
never run away; a cadre who breaks the law will be bailed out by whatever 
authority." This is worthy of our deep thinking. 


The fact that cadres who break the law cannot be held just as guilty as 

the people is due mainly to the evil effect and influence of feudalistic 
thinking. The idea of special privileges is still relatively serious 

among certain party and political cadres and judicial cadres, and thus the 
concept that everybody is supposed to be equal before the law is only a 
hollow slogan to them. The laws of our nation are designed to realize 

the will of the working class and the vast majority of the laboring people. 
All acts that damage the revolutionary rule of law, endanger the benefits 

of the laboring people, damage the socialist economic foundation, and 

harm productivity are acts that break the law and commit crimes. Violations 
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of the law will be investigated. If a crime is committed, it will be pun- 
ished no matter who committed it. Everybody ts supposed to be equal be= 
fore the law. This ts che principle which must be observed by the various 
peoples of the whole nation, by all Communist Party membera, and by all 
revolutionary cadres, It is the ideological weapon for opposing anyone 
who makes use of special privileges. for cadres who break the law not to 
be held as guilty as the people actually endangers the benefite of the 
whole people and especially endangers seriously the rights and legal bene- 
fits of victims in specific cases. Such a situation will not be trusted 
by the people. It will diminish the dignity and authority of the law, and 
directly affect the enthusiasm of the masses in engaging in the four mod- 
ernizations with the same heart and the same mind. 


Our nation is a nation in which the people are the masters of their own 
house. Each and every cadre is a public servant of the people, an orderly 
of the people, and also an ordinary person. They are not supposed to be 
granted any special privileges above the law. Party discipline cannot re- 
place the laws of the nation. Criminal activities cannot be lessened or 
made exempt from judicial measures because of party disciplinary action. 
Chairman Ye Jianying pointed out at the Second Plenum of the Fifth Nation- 
al People's Congress: ‘The laws of the nation muct be observed by every- 
body. All citizens, no matter whether they are wathin or outside the 
party, of the upper level or the lower level, whatever their social stand- 
ing and social component, must be equal before the law. Al! legal acts 
will be protected by law, and all illegal acts will be investigated by 
law. Leading cadres at all levels, no matter how high their positions, 
are public servants of the people. They have only the obligation of earn- 
estly and assiduously rendering service to the people. They will never be 
permitted to have special privileges above the law. Leading cadres among 
the Communist Party membership should particularly make themselves serve 
as examples to others, act as models in observing the laws of the nation, 
and accept the supervision of the masses."

LEGAL STATUS, ROLE OF PROCURATORLAL ORGAN REVIEWED 
Beijing FAXUE YANJiU | STUDIES IN LAW] in Ghinese No 3, 23 Jun 80 pp 26-29 


{Article by Zeng Longyao [2582 7893 6460]: "The Legal Status and Role 
of the Procuratorial Organ in Criminal Procedure"] 


[Text] Article I of "The Organic Law of the People's Procuratorate of 
the People's Republic of China" examined and passed by the Second Session 
of the Fifth National People's Congress clearly stipulates: "The People's 
Procuratorate of the People's Republic of China is the organ of the state 
for legal supervision." It is through the prosecution of criminal cases 
that the procuratorial organ maintains the correct application of the law 
and the uniformity of the legal system of the state. When participating 
in criminal law procedure, the procuratorial organ takes Criminal Law and 
the Law of Criminal Procedure as its basis and, through its entire range 
of activities, strikes at the enemy, punishes criminal conduct, protects 
the people, strengthens the legal system, and protects the socialist rev- 
olution and the smooth progress of socialist construction work. 


The functions and powers that the state confers on the procuratorial organ 
are important and extensive. Article III of our Law of Criminal Procedure 
stipulates: "In criminal cases...the approval, the arrest and prosecution 
(including investigation), and the indictment are the responsibility of 
the People's Procuratorate." In the conduct of criminal law procedure, 


the People's Procuratorate participates in the entire process of case 
establishment, investigation, indictment, trial, and ultimate adjudication 
and execution. At the same time, in order to carry out its function, the 
People's Procuratorate at different procedural stages of the litigation in 
a criminal case also participates respectively or concurrently with the 
status of investigator, state's prosecutor, and legal supervisor in the 
litigation. This is the characteristic by which a procuratorial organ dif- 
fers from a public security organ and a people's court. 


Carrying Out Investigation of Cases Directly Accepted; Conducting Supervi- 
sion of Investigations 


At the stage of investigative proceedings in criminal law procedure, the 
deputies of a procuratorial organ (abbreviated procuratorial personnel, 
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hereafter) participate in litigation activities with the double status of 
investigative personne! and legal supervisors. Procuratortal personne! 
have the right to conduct an investigation and decide on an indictment in 
those cases which are directly accepted by a procuratortal organ for dis- 
posal; to conduct a supplementary investigation in cases which are under 
investigation by public security organs; to examine and decide according 
to law whether or not to approve the arrest of people whom public security 
organs have asked to be arrested in the course of the investigation of 
their cases; to examine and decide according to law whether to prosecute 
or to forgo prosecution in cases in which public security organs have con- 
cluded their investigation and which have been sent forward for prosecu- 
tion; and also to decide whether, in their investigative activities, public 
security organs have violated the prescriptions of the law. Their speci- 
fic functions and responsibilities are reflected in: 


1. Conducting an investigation and deciding whether to prosecute in those 
cases which are directly accepted by a procuratorial organ for disposal. 


Article XIII of our law of Criminal Procedure prescribes: "In cases of 

the crime of corruption, the crime of encroachment on citizens’ democratic 
rights, the crime of dereliction of duty, and other cases which the People's 
procuratorate deems necessary for it to accept directly for disposal, the 
People's Procuratorate shall take such cases and decide whether or not to 
initiate indictment." That is to say, the procuratorial organ, upon re- 
ceiving the accusations and charges with respect to the above-mentioned 
cases, should quickly conduct an examination; where it considers the facts 
of the crime to be present and the ascription of criminal responsibility 
necessary, it should immediately take on the case and carry out, according 
to the prescriptions of the law, the questioning of the defendant, the con- 
sulting of witnesses, searching, detaining, examination, arrest, and rele- 
vant investigative activities. When the facts of the crime have been clear- 
ly investigated and the criminal responsibility of the defendant is to be 
scrutinized according to a sure recognition on the basis of the provisions 
of the law, an indictment should then be drafted and submitted to the peo- 
ple's court which has relevant jurisdiction. If the defendant's conduct 
does not constitute a crime, or even if it constitutes a crime but conforms 
to conditions exempting it from prosecution and punishment according to Pro- 
visions of the law, so that an adjudication according to party discipline 
or government discipline needs to be administered, he should then be turned 
over to the party's discipline inspection department or government depart- 
ment for disposal. 


The fact that the law provides for the above-mentioned cases to be handled 
directly by a procuratorial organ is closely related to the nature of the 
letter's function of legal supervision. According to the stipulations of 
our Law of Criminal Procedure, the investigation of most criminal cases is 
to be conducted hy public security organs, but because the crime of corrup- 
tion, the crime of encroachment on citizen's democratic rights, and the 
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crime of dereliction ot duty are all crimes committed by working personnel 
of the state or collective units who take advantage of the convenience of 
their offices, and because the procuratorial organ "exercises procurator- 
ial authority to ensure observance of the Constitution and the law by 
state organs, working personnel of state organs, and citizens" (Article 43 
of the Constitution) and is thus responsible for conducting a strupg'te 
against illegal and undisciplined behavior and for carrying out legal and 
disciplinary porsecution and economic prosecution, it is very necessary 
for the strenghening of the socialist legal system and defense promotion 
of the four modernizations to struggle, through the handling of such cases 
against misuse of office, serious misdeameanors, and especially certain 
individual privileges, to genuinely protect citizens' legitimate rights and 
interests and the interests of the state and the collectives from encroach- 
ment. 


2. Examining and Approving Arrests 


According to the provisions of the law, in cases under investigation by 
public security organs, whether the adoption of the coercive measure of 
arresting a defendant is required, a submission must be made to have the 
people's procuratorate conduct an examination and decide whether the 
arrest is to be made. In this process of carrying out the criminal law 
procedure, after the procuratorial organ receives from the public secur- 
ity organ the case in which the arrest of crimina! personnel is to be 
approved, it must seriously proceed to carry out an examination, follow- 
ing the strict legal provisions regarding the conditions and time limits 
concerning the arrest of such personnel, and render a decision of approv- 
al or disapproval of orrest or return the case to the public security 
organ for additional inve.tigation. For a case which requires additional 
investigation, the p.ccuratorial organ itself may conduct such additional 
investigation. 


Examining and approving arrests is an important work of the procuratorial 
organ in the activities of carrying out the criminal law procedure. The 
execution of arrest of persons in criminal law procedure is a limitation 
of personal freedom applied against the persons whose main facts of crime 
have already been clearly investigated, who are likely to receive a sen- 
tence of imprisonment or greater, and whose arrest is necessary. Arrest 
is only one coercive measure and not the only coercive measure; nor is it 
a required process in litigation as prescribed by law. Its purpose is to 
prevent persons matching the above-stated conditions from escaping inves- 
tigation, destroying criminal evidence, fabricating proofs, and committing 
new crimes, as well as the occurrence of unexpected incidents. Meanwhile, 
in the early stage of investigation in the criminal law procedure, it is 
still impossible to affirm the defendant's crime. It is a very compli- 
cated task to struggle against crimes, and hence it is necessary to guard 
against making mistakes and injuring the innocent. Therefore, when a 
decision on the application of the coercive measure of arresting a person 
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is to be made, strict control and great caution are necessary. From this, 
we can see that the meaning of the procuratorial organ's work on examin- 
ing and approving arrest is, on the one hand, to adopt the necessary coer- 
clive measure against a defendant whose conditions of arrest match the le- 
gal provisions, to combat criminal activities in a timely manner, and to 
ensure the smooth progress of continued, deepening investigation of the 
case in question; and, on the other hand, to prevent the possible arrest 
of a person whose conditions are at variance with the provisions of the 
law, to avoid making an arrest which should not have been made, and hence 
to allow neither injustice nor permissiveness. Through such work of ex- 
amining and approving arrests, it is also possible to discover other pos- 
sible practices in violation of legal porvisions and thereby afford timely 
rectification and protect the defendant's rights in the litigation accord- 
ingly. 


3. Submitting Indictment 


Indictment is a litigation submitted to the people's court by the procura- 
torial organ as the state prosecutor; it is the result of the procurator- 
ial organ's examination of a complaint. Article XCV of the Law of Crimin- 
al Procedure provides: "All cases requiring indictment or exemption from 
prosecution are determined through examination by the people's procurator- 
ate." This provision explains that all cases of indictment--except for 
cases which are accepted only when complaints are registered according to 
relevant provisions of the law, and except for light criminal cases which 
require no investigation so that, as self-initiated cases under such cir- 
cumstances, they are brought about by the plaintiffs themselves and direct- 
ly accepted by people's courts for disposal--all other criminal cases, at 
the conclusion of investigation by public security organs, must be trans- 
mitted to the people's procuratorate for examination and a decision on 
whether to indict or to exempt from prosecution. The people's procurator- 
ate is the only organ which exercises the indictment authority prescribed 
by the law. 





In the process of submitting an indictment, the people's procuratorate 
must first of all conduct its work of examining for possible prosecution 
those cases that the public security organs have finished investigating 
and sent forward for prosecution. In doing so, the people's procurator- 
ate proceeds, on the basis of its status as legal supervisor, to follow 
legal provisions and to decide, in the cases thus forwarded, whether the 
facts and situations concerning the defendant's alleged crime are clear, 
whether the proofs are genuine and sufficient, whether the determination 
of criminality and crime is correct, whether or not criminal responsibility 
should be scrutinized, whether there are any overlooked crimes or other 
persons whose criminal responsibilities should also be scrutinized, 
whether there are any attendant civil procedures involved, whether or not 
there have been any violations of legal provisions during the investiga- 
tion of the cases. On the basis of the results of such examination, the 
following decisions are respectively made: where facts concerning the

defendant's crime are already cleirly investigated, proofs are genuine 

and sufficient, and criminal responsibtlity should be scrutinized accord=- 
ing to law, a decision to prosecute must be made, an indictment must be 
drafted, and the defendant must be sent for trial to the people's court 
which has relevant jurisdiction; where the defendant's conduct constitutes 
a crime but there is a situation which, according to the provisicy 
Criminal Law, is exempt from punishment, a decision to exempt from prose- 
cution must be made; and where the defendant's conduct does not consti- 
tute a crime, or even though it does so but the law provides that his 
criminal responsibility should not be scrutinized, a decision not to pro- 
secute must be made. When supplemental investigation is found to be neces- 
sary in the course of the exam{fnation, the people's procuratorate may con- 
duct such supplemental! investigation itself or make a decision to require 
supplemental investigation and return the case to the public security 
organ to carry it out. 


The work of the people's procuratorate in deciding on prosecution occupies 
an important place in criminal law procedure. I[n contrast to its work 

in examining and approving arrests, its task, in addition to concluding 
the investigation of a case, is to make certain substantive decisions 

and thereby to give full scope to the procuratorial organ's function in 
legal supervision and to assure the correct, thorough execution of perti- 
nent provisions of Criminal Law. These decisions are mainly reflected as 
follows: (1) through a comprehensive examination of the facts and proofs 
concerning the defendant's crime, the making of a legal determination as 
to crime or no crime, light crime or heavy crime, and the nature and des- 
ignation of the crime; (2) with respect to the defendant in a case in 
which a decision is made to indict, his transmission for trial, so that 
due legal punishment is meted out to him; (3) with respect to cases in 
which a decision of no prosecution or exemption from prosecution is made, 
the termination of proceedings in order to demonstrate the policy and 
legal spirit of combining varied treatment, punishment with leniency, 

and protection of citizens' legitimate rights and interests; and (4) where 
unmistakable violations of the law are discovered in the investigative 
activity, and the quality of the case is thus affected, the rendering of 

a corresponding decision so as to maintain the solemnity of the legal sys- 
tem. 


The work of the people's procuratorate in examining and approving arrests 
and deciding on prosecution must be carried out according to the principle 
of taking facts as the basis and the law as the norm. The facts concern- 
ing a crime are the objective basis for ascribing and punishing that crime. 
Sufficient facts and reliable proofs must be obtained in the determination 
of a defendant's crime. At the same time, the [procuratorate| must also 
abide by the provisions of Criminal Law and the Liw of Criminal Procedure 
to make a decision on adopting the coercive measure of arrest and ascrip- 
tion of criminal responsibility with respect to any defendant. For this 
reason, in the course of its work in examining and approving arrests and 
deciding on prosecution, the people's procuratorate should actively carry 
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out a series of activittes such a8 questioning the defendant, consulting 
with witnesses, conducting 4 practical toavestigation, verifying proofs, 

and conducting 4 supplemental investigation in the face of a part or a 
large part of the facts concerning the crime, etc., and not just passive- 
ly "examine the data," and still less merely handle the legal procedures. 
Meanwhile, in its handling of the approval of arrests and cases of prose- 
cution, the procuratorial organ implements a system of having experts look 
at the files, conducting collective study, and seeking the ultimate approv- 
al of the procurator; major cases must be determined through discussion 

by the procuratorial committee. Cases of approval of arrests and of prose- 
cution are handled separately. With respect to cases of approval of 
arrests, after a determination is made by the procuratorate at the basic 
level, the system of submitting it te the procuratorate at a higher level 
for reference and examination is also practised. It is through such meas- 
ures, which have been applied with results, that the quality of the cases 
is assured, 


Attending Court Sessions in Support of Indictment; Carrying Out Trial 
Supervision 


Whenever criminal cases enter the stage of trial in process--except when 
the defendants’ crimes happen to be relatively light and, with the consent 
of the people's courts, procuratorial organs may not have to attend the 
court sessions--they should send personnel to attend the court. Procura- 
torial personnel attending the court have a dual task--i.e., to support 
indictment, on the basis of their status as prosecutors of the state; and 
to carry out supervision as to the legality of the trial activities in 
progress, on the basis of their status as legal supervisors. 


The main tasks of procuratorial personnel attending the court in support 

of indictment are: by reading the indictment and, with the permission of 
the trial judge, questioning the defendant, by consulting with witnesses, 
by submitting proofs, and by elaborating on the indictment and debating 
with the defendant, to expose and prove the defendant's criminal act from 
facts, proofs, and legal bases, to analyze and point out the essence of 

his criminal act and its consequences and social harm, and to indicate due 
legal responsibility, so as to have [the crime] duly punished by law and 
thereby to maintain the legal system and protect the interests of the state 
and the people from encroachment. Supporting an indictment and submitting 
an indictment are mutually related, yet are different from each other. 
Submitting an indictment is the premise and basis for supporting an indict- 
ment; supporting an indictment is the continuation and development of the 
submission of an indictment. The two are consecutive and at the same time 
are procedural activities in two different procedural stages of the procur- 
atorial organ and have different contents. As has been stated above, sub- 
mission of an indictment occurs when the procuratorial organ, at the stage 
of indictment before a case is tried by a court in open session, and through 
its work on the examination of prosecution, submits a complaint to the peo- 
ple's court and turns the defendant over to the court for trial; support of 
an indictment occurs when the people's court decides to hold a session to

and support the indictment submitted by the procuratorial organ and have 
the case correctly abjudicated, 


The duties of the procuratorate in trial supervision are reflected in ite: 
(1) carrying out supervision ae te whether a court's trial activities are 
in accord with the provistona of legal procedure and, when encroachment 

of the defendant's procedural righte and eimilar situations are discovered, 
proffering rectification; (2) submitting a protest in accordance with pro- 
cedures on the appeal of « Criale=that fa, in case the sentence or abjudica- 
tion of the case in the first trial is considered erroneous with respect 

to the determination of facts or the application of law, submitting a pro- 
test to the superior court of the court of the original trial within the 
time |imit for appeal ae provided by law; (3) submitting 4a protest accord- 
ing to procedures on trial supervision=-that is, submitting 4 protest when 
a sentence or adjudication of the people's court which is already legally 
in effect is discovered to be genuinely in error; this kind of protest is 
hot sublect to any time limit, but such power is exercised only by a super- 
ior people's procuratorate limit, | t such power is exercised only by a 
superior people's procuratorate in relation to 4 lower people's court, or 


by the Supreme People's Procuratorate in relation to the people's courts 
at all levels. 


in all cases against which the procuratorial organ submits o protest accord- 
ing to procedures for appeal againet 4 preliminary trial or procedures on 
trial supervision, it must send personne! to attend the court. The differ- 
ence in practice from their attendance at the court of first trial is that, 
because the submission of a protest only determines an error in the sen- 
ence of the people's court, the attendance of procuratorial personnel at 
the court thie time no longer carries the task of indictment but only 
serves to exerciee their legal supervisory duties as representatives of 

the procuratorial organ, and to exprese an opinion of protest concerning 
the discrepancy recognized with regard to the facts of the crime or to mis- 
application of the law, eo that, through a retrial by the people's court, 
the case can be given a correct sentence. With respect to a second trial 
resuiting from an appeal by the defendant himself, the procuratorial per- 
sonne! attending the court still have the dual task of supporting the in- 
dictment and exercising trial supervision. This is because, although the 
process of the first trial has already been concluded, the trial of the 
case must proceed because of the defendant's appeal, and therefore the 

task of indictment on the part of the procuratorial organ is still not com- 
plete and hence requires continued attendance at the court to support the 
indictment (e.g., by refuting the defendant's reasons for submitting his 
appeal according to facts and the law, etc.) and to uphold the sentence 

of the original trial. Of course, if there are sound bases and pertinent 
reasons for the defendant to submit his appeal, the procuratorial person- 
nel must change the prosecution of the original case in part or totally. 
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Supervising Execution of Sentence and Adjudication, Carrying Out Inepec= 
tion of Prisons sad Vetention Centere 


in criminal proceedings, the last procedure is the execution of sentence 
and adjudication taking legal effect, At the stage when this procedure 
is executed, the people's court Curne its sentence or adjudication over 
to the executive organ=-supervisory or labor reform unit==-to administer. 
The executive organ carries (t out in its entirety according to law and 
on the basis on the content of the sentence or adjudication. To carry 
out this executive work in a down-to-earth way is of great significance 
to the final completion of the taske of the criminal proceedings. More- 
over, only by guaranteeing the correct, timely, and complete execution 
of the sentence and adjudication can the solemnity of the law be exempli- 
fied and the goal of effective punishment and reform of the criminal be 
attained, for this reason, Article CLXIV of the Law of Criminal Proce- 
dure provides: “The people's procuratorate exercises supervision over 
the legality of activities of prisons, detention centers, and labor re- 
form units. If illegal situations are discovered, executive organs 
should be notified so that these may be corrected." 


At this procedural stage, the procuratorate proceeds to fulfill its Legal 
supervision duties in two aspects. 


One aspect is te supervise and inspect conditions surrounding the execu- 
tion of sentence and adjudication of criminal cases and, when illegal sit- 
uations are discovered, to proffer correction. The main activities in 
thie regard are: with respect to a criminal given death penalty which 

is to be immediately carried out, to send, as it should, personnel to 

the execution ground to supervise; through the inspection of prisons, de- 
tention centers, and labor reform organs, to ascertain whether, with re- 
spect to criminals civen the death penalty which is to be carried out 

only after a delay of 2 years, or given various terms of imprisonment or 
other punishment, the criminais are turned over to labor reform units 
within legally prescribed time limits and procedures, or their sentence 
and adjudication are carried out in other manners; to ascertain also, 
with respect to criminals who receive a verdict of not guilty or who are 
exempt from punishment, whether to have those free of guilt or exempt from 
punishment immediately released; and likewise to consider, with respect to 
criminals whose period of punishment is up, whether to have them released 
in a timely manner or to have their punishment canceled altogether. 


The second aspect is to carry out inspections as to the legality of acti- 
vities at detention centers, prisons, and labor reform units (this is the 
people's procuratorate's prison and detention center inspection work). As 
everyone knows, our socialist legal system does not just mete out punish- 
ment to the criminal elements but places even greater emphasis on the appli- 
eetion of labor reform, so as to transform the segment of forces harmful 

to society into forces useful to society, and to turn negative factors in- 
to positive factors. This is the characteristic of our socialist legal 





system, and also our experlence in achieving preat successes. Therefore, 
trom the standpoint of criminal litigation procedures, the execution of 

a sentence indicates the conclusion of litigation activities. However, 

a definite period of puntsalment ta to be entorced in the case of crimin- 
ale given penalties other than the death penaity which ia to be imnedtate= 
ly carried out, Furthermore, there is always the proceas of adopt «up 
correct principles, policies, and methods to apply labor reform, manage= 
ment, and education to them in order to enable them to turn away from 

evil and toward good, and to change into new persona with definite labor 
talents. in thie sense, the exeeution of a sentence is also the beginning 
of the work of transforming criminals and of inspecting procuratorial or- 
gan's prison and detention cencers. 


When the procuratorial organ inspects the prisons and detention centers, 
its overall task is to protect the correct execution of the state's poli- 
cies and laws concerning the transformation of criminals, and ite goal ts 
to better promote the transformation of those criminals. in prison and 
detention center inspection work, some procuratorial organs are still like- 
ly to encounter litigation problems; this part of their work belongs to 
the realm of criminal law procedure and needs to be solved according to the 
processes of such procedure. For irstance, in the case of criminals com- 
mitting additional crimes during the period when they are serving their 
sentences, or in th: case of discovery of crimes that had not been discovered 
when the criminals started serving their present sentences, there 

would be a need for the procuratorial organ to carry out an investigation 
and submit an indictment. in the case of errors being discovered in the 
original sentences, then procedures of trial eupervision should be fol low- 
ed in the submission of protests. Another aspect of prison and detention 
center inspection work does not touch on litigation problems but belongs 
in the realm of correcting law viclations-<such as inspecting detention 
centers, prisons, and labor reform units to see whether they have correct- 
ly earried out the principles and policies concerning the transformation 
of criminals, whether they have mistreated or abused prisoners, etc. If 
problems are found, corrections must be proposed so as to promote the work 
of transforming the criminals. 


To sum up all the above, the people's procuratorate foliows the provisions 
of Criminal Law and the Law of Criminal Procedure, accurately examines the 
facts concerning crimes, correctiy applies the law, effectively punishes 
the criminals and transforms the criminals, protects citizens’ personal 
rights and democratic rights from encroachment, and guarantees the legiti- 
mate rights and interests of the participants in litigation. Therefore 

it occupies an important place in criminal law procedure. We must do a 
good job of summing up and improving our procuratorial work from our busi- 
ness paractices or legal theories, in order to havi our procuratorial sve- 
tem develop increasing|y toward perfection and give better scope to the 
function that it should perform in criminal proceedings.

At tne beginning and end of the meeting, 
Comrade Xu Jiatun delivered a speech, Comrades who participated in the 
meeting held discussione and studies the issues.

The 
composition and structure of our cadre system, especially the nature of our 
leadership, are unsuited to the tasks of the four modernizations. Accorde 
ing to Comrade tu, the average age of sany of the ieadere in charge of the 
four modernizeatione is still high, their ievel of education is low, and few 
of them have expertice in specialized knowledge. in order to accelerate 
ang guarantee the success of the four modernigations, efforts should be 
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the lusue of leadersanip succession and related problem, we wild ruin an 


important task, We must make use of this time to come to grips with the 
task because we can enelure, through leadership reorganization, the cone 
tinulty of the party's ideology and the atate as a whole, 

Personnel reorguni2zution is related to the question of transition and 
leadership succession. it involves reforming the structure of our cadre 
system, particularly those cadres who will be leaders in the four moderni- 


zations, It is a strategic measure applied by means of personnel reorgani- 
zation for the maintenance of a correct political ideology. Therefore, our 
planning must becmprehensive, practical, meticulous, and efficacious. The 
task of selecting a Large group of young and middleeage cadres is important 
and most urgent. ‘The fundamental issue of personnel reorganization is that 
of succession, Our emphasis should be on boldly selecting and training 
distinguished young and middlej=age cadres, From now on, this task should be 
performed systematically and according to plans. Cadres who possess the 
right credentials and growth potential should be considered for promotion, 
and the wocess should be continuous and systematic. Party committee mem- 
bers should pay special attention to training and educating young and 
middle-age cadres. They must employ all possible means and avenues to do a 
good job. 


Comrade Xu Jiatun also stressed that accommodating the large number of old 
and weak cadres is a positive and long-range measure of the party during the 
new period, and an important cadre policy that has to be adopted on a long- 
term basis. Our province has relatively more old cadres than do other 
provinces, In the course of their long-continued and loyal service for the 
sake of the revolution, these old cadres have worked very hard to make 
contributions to the party and the people. They have accumulated a great 
desl of experience. They are the precious property of the party, the core 
leaders of our organizations, and the pioneers of the four moderni zations.

They can 
write books or express their opinions on major issues pertaining to the 
development of our situation. We should respett them politically and take 
good care of them materially. When we talk about the role of old cadres in 
facilitating leadership succession, we refer not only to a few individuals 
but to the entire new generation. Only by so doing can we really pay them 
the respect they deserve. All party organizations and wnits should make 
proper and practical arrangements for the material welfare of old cadres. 


According to Comrade Xu Jiatun, we should resolutely, actively, and boldly 
put into practice our task of reorganizing and building a new leadership, 
but the task should be performed realistically, systematically, and ina

enthusiasm of various sectors, and on the other hand it is to meet the 
demands of the Party Central Committee for proper personnel management 
sulted to the needs of the four modernizations, For this purpose, we must 
grasp the following tasks: First, we must widely launch propaganda in this 
regard in order to actively change the mentality of people, Second, we 
must strengthen the work of investigating the nature of our task, Third, 
we must base our plans on a clear understanding of current conditions, 
Fourth, we must follow the mass line, We must adopt the method of integra- 
ting Leadership with the masses, and let the masses know about and discuss 
our needs for leadership reorganization and related goals. Based on the 
opinions of the masses, the relevant party organizations should conduct 
investigations, and the party committees will collectively discuss issues 
and make decisions.

[Text] For the purpose of meeting present needs in rectifying our party 
style and party discipline, the Discipline Inspection Commission of the 
Chinese Communist Party's Guangdong Provincial Committee and the party 
school of that provincial committee jointly sponsored the first-term 
rotational training class for discipline inspection cadres. At the con- 
clusion of this training class, Comrade Xi Zhongxun received members of 

the entire class and also gave a speech on the question of how to carry out 
the "guiding principles," shore up the party style, and strengthen the con- 
struction of the discipline-inspection ranks. 


Comrade Xi Zhongxun pointed out, first of all, that the Discipline Inspection 
Commission is an important working department of the party committee, and 

the most important task of the Discipline Inspection Commission is to grasp 
the party's working style. During the 2 years and more since its establish- 
ment, the Discipline Inspection Commission of the provincial party committee 
has done a great deal of work and its achievements have been quite conspic- 
uous. These achievements include the work done by discipline inspection 
commissions at various levels. But we must further perceive the importance 
of such discipline inspection work and clearly recognize that it is necessary 
for the discipline inspection commissions at various levels to help the 
party committee shore up the party's working style. He said: The Fifth 
Plenum of the Lith Party Central Committee proposed strengthening and 
improving the party leadership and uplifting the party's fighting stamina. 
Shoring up the Party's working style, promoting sta»ility and unity, and 
accelerating the four modernizations are an important aspect of strengthen- 
ing and improving the party leadership and uplifting the party's fighting 
stamina.

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In direct reference to problems whieh exist in our work In the countryside 
today, Comrade Xi Zhonyxun pointed out: A very important reason why some 
places cannot do their work well ts that the party organizations in those 
places are not strong, lack fighting stamina, and exemplify a bad style. 

Of course, we need not tense up right away once any problem is tound, or 
even have any doubts as to whether the party's policy for the countryside 
has been a mistake=-and hence whether we might not be "rectifying the wrong 
thing.” But there are people who remain indifferent to the problems dis- 
covered in their places, who do nothing and Let them spread; this is also 
wrong. He said: Before the Cultural Revolution, our party style was good; 
later it was subject to the serious sabotage of Lin Biao and the "gang of 
four," and so we now need to do our best to restore it. As long as our 
comrades can learn to do mass work, Jearn to handle contradictions among 
the people, guide the masses to closely use their own experiences and 
lessons, such problems are bound to be solved and the masses are bound to 
listen to the party. 


Speaking of how to grasp the party style well, Comrade Xi Zhongxun also 
pointed out: In order to grasp the party style we must at present especial- 
ly make a point to grasp well the study of the "Guiding Principles for 
luner-Party Political Life," adopt the approach of a minor rectification by 
making comparisons through practical inspection in the course of this study, 
and thus consciously rectify ourselves. The "guiding principles" are a 
powerful weapon for making our party discipline strict and rectifying our 
party style, and we must earnestly and repeatedly study them in a deepening 
way. Meanwhile, we must also grasp party style questions that affect the 
whole situation; we must be determined, adopt measures, and carry out 

solemn punishment against those who seriously violate our party discipline.

At the same time, we must energetically exalt the 
good types of personality. Between reward and punishment, the emphasis 
should be on reward; between criticism and self-criticism, the emphasis 
should be on self-criticism. 


Speaking of the Discipline Inspection Commission's enforcing pertinent 
discipline, Comrade Xi Zhongxun pointed out: The Discipline Inspection 
Commission must emancipate its thinking and not do things ac.’ ~ * 90 old 
conventions in the disposal of certain cases, nor should the Ww i5con 
copy withovt changes methods used elsewhere. Conditions in varic parts 
of the country are different; conditions in various parts of each province 
also are different. In carrying out the party's policies, we must proceed 
from the actual situation in a given locality. He said: We cannot substi- 
tute our emotions for policy; in carrying out a policy we must proceed from 
the fundamental interests of the party and the masses of the people, and 
combine with the specific conditions of the given locality. Discipline

inspection commissions ar various levels must have a feellag ot sharing 
breath and destiny with the masses, always go oul and go among the masses, 
and go deep into the countryside, tactories and mines, and schools to 
investigate and understand the situations there if they are to insist on 
the party's principles and do things according to the party's policies. 
Only in this way can they really do their work well. 


Comrade Xi Zhongxun pointed out: On the ideological tront we must not only 
oppose bourgeois ideologies but also criticize feudalist ideologies in a 
deepening way. Many devious working styles often have to do with feudal 
ideas, and they have permeated all spheres. The period of China's feudal 
society was very long and its influence very deep.

Whoever may be involved, whatever seniority they may enjoy, and however high 
their oflices may be, once such cases are discovered, they must solemnly be 
brought to book. 


Speaking of strenthening the construction of the discipline inspection 
ranks, Comrade Xi Zhongxun pointed out: Work on the four modernizations 

is a very complicated struggle; the workteams of discipline inspection com- 
missions at various levels must be strengthened, and their cadres must be 
well selected and assigned.

NANJING SYMPOSIUM DLSCUSSES CRITERLA FOR TRUTH

[Text] in order to further rectify their ideological line, sweep away their 
ideological obstacles, resolutely and unswervingly carry out the party's 
political line, and explore the question of practice as the criterion for 
truth from both theoretical and realistic aspects, the Jiangsu Provincial 
Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought Study Association and the Nanjing area 
Philosophical Society jointly convened an academic symposium in Nanjing 
from 23 to 28 June. Attending the symposium were theoretical workers and 
comrades of departments of practical work in the organs and schools of the 
Nanjing area and regions and municipalities of the whole province, plus 
theoretical cadres of schools of the People's Liberation Army stationed in 
the Nanjing area; altogether there were more than 90 [participants].

2507): “Democracy Is a State System--Also Discussing [ts Relation- 
ship with Legality") 


[Text] The term "democracy" is often used in different ways by peo- 
ple, such as, the people's democratic rights, the democratic method 
to solve the internal contradictions within the people, the democra- 
tic style of the leading cadres, etc. All these are doubelessly re- 
ferring to democracy. However, if one should say that these expres- 
sions, or one of them, constitute the fundamental meaning of demo- 
eracy, one will run the danger of misinterpretation, because they are 
merely some concrete manifestations of democracy, not its fundamental 
meaning. Basically speaking, democracy is a state system. Without a 
democratic state system, there can be no democratic rights and demo- 
cratic methods. Only by understanding democracy in terms of the 
state system will one truly master its true significance and connota- 
tions. 


What is called the state system is the unity of the class essence and 
the management pattern of a given state. In other word, it is the 
system which determines the positions of the various social 
classes in the state (controlling or controlled) and the pattern used 
by the controlling class to exercise its control. Lenin once pointed 
out: “Democracy is a form of state, a pattern of state. Therefore, 
similar to any kind of state, it also organizationally and systema- 
tically use force, which is one aspect. In the other aspect, demo- 
cracy signifies the recognition of the equality of citizens, the 
recognition that everyone has equal rights to determine the state 
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system and manage the state."* In other word, when discussing demo- 
eracy, primarily we must not forget that it is also a kind of state 
political power. Next, as a pattern of control by the state, it is 
distinguishable from countries under dictatorship. 


First, we must underetand that democracy is still a sort of state 
political power. On this point, similar to dictatorial countries, tt 
remains a tool for class control and a systematic organization of 
force. The term “democracy” came from the Greek word "demokratia," 
which means the government of the populace. lt was a system of 
government created in Athens after the victory of the citizens tn 
their struggle against the aristocrats in the 6th century BC. Demo- 
cracy can only be the democracy of a certain class, and signifies 
dictatorship over the hostile classes (or class enemies). Until now, 
all state political regimes which once existed in history or which 
are in existence today are a combination of democracy and dictator- 
ship. All exploiting countries are countries which follow democracy 
for the minority of exploiters and exercise dictatorship over the 
broad exploited. A socialist country is completely different; it is 
a state where the proletariat and the broad laborers enjoy democracy 
and which exercises dictatorship o.er the minority of exploiters and 
their remnants. Lenin called it "a /new type/ of democracy (demo- 
cracy for the proletarians and the poor in general) and /new type/ of 
dictatorship (dictatorship over the bourgeoisie)."** It is because 
the broad laborers headed by the worker class have become the masters 
of the state and the social production means. Only under such condi- 
tions can the people enjoy unprecedented broad true democratic rights. 
Precisely as pointed out by Comrade Hua Guofeng in his "Government 
Work Report" at the second meeting of the Fifth People's Congress, 
"the socialist democracy, or people's democracy, is the supreme power 
enjoyed by all the people to manage the state on the foundation of 
the rights of ownership and control over the production means in dif- 
ferent forms." 


Democracy and dictatorship are the two inseparable aspects in the 

unity of the state political power. The relationship between them is 
both antagonistic and united. By antagonism, it means that democracy 
is only applicable within the people while dictatorship is only appli- 
cable to the enemy, and the two must not be confused or turred upside

down, for otherwise it will sienity a change in the character of the 
State. By unity, it means that democracy and dietatorship mutuelly 
serve as the premise of their existence, and will mutually convert 
under certain conditions, Without the people's democracy, there can 
be no effective exercise of dictatorship over the enemies. On the 
other hand, without dictatorship over the class enemies and the unde- 
Sirables endangering the people and disrupting the socialist cons- 
truction cause, the people's democratic rights will lose their safe- 
guard. Therefore, democracy and dictatorship mutually condition each 
other, and one cannot exist without the other. The second meaning of 
the unity of democracy and dictatorship is that, under certain condi- 
tions, a conversion of their positions may occur. When the objec- 
tives of dictatorship, after a long period of reform, have definitely 
relinquished their reactionary standpoint and become self-supporting 
laborers, they may transform from the objectives of dictatorship to 
those of democracy. On the other hand, when individuals within the 
people, influenced by the exploiting class ideology, commit outrages 
and antagonize the people, they may transform from the objectives of 
democracy to those of dictatorship. The situations of both aspects 
are found in real life. The complete theoretical understanding of 
the dialectic relationship between democracy and dictatorship will 
guide us to consciously and correctly distinguish and handle the two 
different kinds of contradictiens and alert us, when developing demo- 
cracy, to watch out for the destructive activities of the class ene- 
mies. When suppressing the destructive activities of the class ene- 
mies, we must concretely protect the people's democratic rights. We 
Must not stress one aspect and overlook the other. Meanwhile, the 
principle of the dialectic relationship between democracy and dicta- 
torship will also direct us to strengthen the political-ideological 
work within the people and prevent individuais in the people from 
degenerating into enemy elements. In addition, we must also be 
skillful in performing the work of converting the enemies, making 
them change their reactionary standpoint and come to the side of the 
people. It will benefit the consolidation of the people's political 
power and the construction of socialism. In the 30 years since the 
founding of the nation, both the positive and the negative expe- 
riences have proved that only by correctly understanding and handling 
the dialectic relationship between democracy and dictatorship will 
our socialist state truly produce the effect of protecting the people 
and suppressing the enemies and attain the goal of continuously ex- 
panding the people's strength and undermining, until tinally elimi- 
nating, the class enemies. 


Next, we must understand that there is a cfetinction between the 
countries following the democratic system and those foliowing ‘he 
dictatorial system. The fundamental distinction between the two 
kinds of political systems is whether the democratic principle of the 
minority obeying the majority is followed in creating state organs 
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and exercising slate powers, Wh Ds principle of the democratic 
system is the minority obeying | rity. Therefore, Lenin, in 
"the State and Revo Lut lon,” CALLeG beds State ‘the state where the 
minority obeys the majority.” [t must be potnted out that the prin- 
ciple of the minority obeying the majority is applicable only within 
the controlling class, and not between hostile classes. In the ,; as, 
Kautsky applied it to the relationship between the exploiting and the 
exploited, ana Lenin sharply denounced it as a mediocre bourgeois 
Liberal viewpoint in violation ot Marxism. However, in states under 


the democratic system, tt st te tollowed within the controlling 
class in organizing its political power and exercising state 
management. Its concret plication in a socialist state is demo- 


cratic centralism. 


A socialist state is a state where the broad masses serve as the 
masters under the leadership of the worker class (through the commu- 
nist party) it is incompatible with any individual arbitrary action 
or the ultra-democratic decentralism. Therefore, fully developing 
democracy within the people in order co enable them to exercise their 
rights as masters is the source of consolidating and reinforcing the 
strength of a socialist state, wh'le only a high degree of centralism 
on a broad democratic foundation wili assure the party's and the 
state's centralized and unified leadership. Our experiences in the 
30 years since the founding of the nation show that, whenever demo- 
cratic centralism was correctly implemented, the people's positivity 
rose and the socialist revolutionary and construction cause flourish- 
ed; whenever democratic centralism encountered destruction, the peo- 
ple's positivity suffered suppression and the socialist revolutionary 
and construction cause ran into setbacks and Losses. Therefore, whe- 
ther democratic centralism is correctly implemented in the state is 
linked with the momentous issue of whether the socialist revolution- 
ary and construction ceuse will develop, whether the entire society 
will have a stable and united political situation and whether the 
political power of the socialist state wil! consolidate. 


Democracy and centralism are also a kind of unity of opposites. 
Democracy is to recognize the equal rights of everyone to express his 
opinions and manage the state; centralism requires certain obedience. 
The two aspects mutually condition each other. Within the people, 
oniy by fully developing democracy will it be possible for the masses 
to exercise their democratic rights as masters and to concentrate 
their wisdom and strengths on the proper management of the state; 


only thus will it be possible t rrectly adjust the relationships 
within the people, peciully between the leaders and the masses, and 
strengthen the people's internal unity, thereby »uaranteeing the vic- 
tory of our cause: only thus will it be possible -o unify everyone's 
understanding to the correct ideology, i. e., to attain true 





centralized unity. Otherwise, when the people's opinions have not 
been fully expressed, and tne correct and the ineorrect, the right 
and wrong, have not been clarified, the so-called "centralism" will 
be mostly false, empty, and even erroneous. After undergoing the 
disaster created by Lin Bilao and the "gang of four," people have 
realized more profoundly that the absence of the people's democracy 
will furnish an opportunity to conspirators and careerists like Lin 
Biao and the ‘gang of four,” and that the principle that the people 
are the masters will become an empty phrase. However, this kind of 
democracy has leadership, organization, and a clear goal and direc- 
tion. Without the leadership of the communist party, without an 
organized and disciplined revoiutionary contingent, and without the 
clear socialist and cowmunise direction pointed out by Marxism 
Leninism, the proletariat, as the Leading class, will lose its or- 
ganizational essence and ite fighting power, making it impossible to 
guarantee a stable and united political sttuation and difficult to 
pursue a large-scale socialist construction. During Lin Biao and the 
“gang of four's'' rampage, the practice of “kicking aside the party 
committee to make revolution” and “smashing the public security or- 
gans, procuratorial organs and people's courts" was widespread in the 
entire country, shutting down the plants at will, suspending communi- 
cation, "beating, smashing, robbing, searching, arresting and kill- 
ing." It was very “democratic!"' But as a result, the democratic 
rights of the broad cadres and masses were trampled underfoot, many 
superior party cadres and innocent people lost their lives, and a 
pertectly good socialist state was almost ruined. The lesson was 
extremely painful, and the people will never permit a repetition of 
the tragedy. Therefore, when following the democratic system, the 
dialectic unity of democracy and centralism must be upheld, and 
stressing either while overlooking the other will be erroneous. 


We must realize that the bureaucratic tendency of absolutizing cen- 
tralism and the anarchist tendency of absolutizing democracy are both 
gigantic obstacles to the implementation of democratic centralism and 
incompatible with the class essence of a soctalist state. Bureaucra- 
ticism is a product of the state bureaucratic structure of the ex- 
Ploiting class. Breaking down the old bureaucratic structure, abo- 
lishing the old bureaucratic system, and abrogating all special pri- 
vileges enjoyed by the old bureaucrats, and replacing them with pub- 
lic servants of society elected by the people, subject to dismissal 
at any time and responsible to the people, constitute a basic condi- 
tion for building a socialist state. The old bureaucrats and the new 
model proletarian state political power are incompatible with each 
other. However, though the oid bureaucratic structure and system 
have been abolished, the bureaucratic practice and influence have nct 
vanished along with them. Some peopie [fail to see the fundamental 
distinction between the cadres of our socialist state and the old 








bureaucrats, ioualy fF uneconesci . Confusing themeeives with 
the Old bureaucrats, feeling that, with power in thelr hands, they 
an ignore the people, take arbitrary actiona, and even turn thelr 
power of ‘fice inte special privileges tor private gain, setine | im 
CYFANER Aafia ppressineg the people, For a revol tionary cadfe, ] 
evil bureaucratic practice ia the height of disgrace. Though thts 
phenomenon applies only to a handful of ur cadres, it cannot be 
ignored, There are also some people whe think that the party's cen=- 
traifeed and unified puidance and the proletarian dictatorship are 
opposed to the full development of the secialiet democracy, cons=- 
ciously or unconsciously placing themselves opposite to the party and 
the atate, feeling that democracy sienifies absence of restraint, 
turning the spearhead upward, and freedom from responsibliity for 
their words and deeds, [t actually te not socialiet democracy, but a 
reflection of the anarchist trend of thought with che individual as 
the center. the anarchism of absolute personal freedom, doing away 
with government and leadership and opposing anv authority and any 
obedience, ie the anti-Marxiat petit bourgeois thinking. Engels, in 
"On Authority,” made a profound analysis and criticiem of {t, point- 
ing out that one only had to observe the economic relationships which 
onstituted the foundation of the mocern society to discover the ten- 
dency that the individual dispersed activities were being replaced 
more and more by totnt activities. Joint activities indicated or- 
ganizing, but there could be no organizing without authority. Those 
anti-authoritarians either failed to understand their own words and 
spread muddled ideas, or intentionally betrayed the proletarian move- 
ment.* The facts were precisely thus. When Lin Biao and the "gang 
of four’ advocated "great democracy” and incited an anarchist trend, 
their goal was to disrupt the proletarian dictatorslip and seize 
sower in the chaos. The evil influence created by them has not been 
thoroughly purged even today. If such thinking is permitted to 
spread freely, it will disrupt our state, which is what the "gang of 
four's"” remnants and other class enemies crave. We must maintain a 
clear mind toward this. However, we must aleo realize that, as our 
socialist society emerged from the womb of the old semi-feudal and 
semi-colonial society where the small peasant economy predominated, 
the two erroneous tendenctes discussed above have a profound soc ial 
source. herefore, larifying in our w'nad the meaning of democracy 
ind the fundamental boundaries among democratic centralism, bureau- 
craticiem and anarchism will benefit our long struggle against bureaw 
craticiam and auarchism, the two erroneous tendencies.

To wnderatand completely and accurately the entire moaning of secial= 
iat democracy wil! belp us corree Uy comprehend its relationship with 
socialist legality. The relationship between socialiat democracy and 
socialiat legality La the relationahip between the state eyatem and 
the legality of a soctaliac dewocracy, Such relationship is a dia- 
lectic unity. Nowever, different from the opposite yet unified rela- 
tionship between democracy and dictatorship and between democracy and 
centraliem, it is the dialectle unity of the concretely manifested 
content and form. Soctalist democracy is the content, the basis. 
Without it, there can be no socialist legalicy, The soctalist legali- 
ty is che form, embodying and protecting the socialist democracy. 
Without socialist legality, the socialist democracy can neither be 
embodied, nor protected. Ae the coutent and che form, the two are 
interdependent and mutually reeatrictive, forming a relationship of 
dialectic unity. 


As the socialist democracy is the content of socialist legality, if 
the legal system fails to embody the requirements of the socialist 
democracy or to act according to the law embodying the requirements 
of the socialist democracy, it is not soctaliet legality. Only by 
acquiring democracy and creating a socialist state political power 
will the proletariat be able to embody its own will into law and 
attain the systematization and legalization of the socialist demo- 
cracy (or people's democracy). Only by adapting to che demands of 
the socialist economic foundation, creating a socialist democratic 
political system, and recognizing the equal rights of citizens in 
state management will the proletariat be able to thoroughly abolish 
the special privileges beyond the law enjoyed by individuals and act 
strictly according to law. The socialist democracy is the premise 
and foundation of socialist legality; therefore, socialist legality 
must take the socialist democracy as ite content. However, we must 
point out that the socialist democracy, as the content of socialist 
legality, includes the aspect of democratic rights enjoyed by the 
people and full democracy within the people and the aspect of dicta- 
torship over the class enemies and the party's and state's centralized 
and unified leadership, and neither aspect may be used singly as the 
content or the premise or socialist legality. Some people consider 
developing the socialist democracy an antithesis to upholding the 
four fundamental principles and to cracking down on the disruptive 
activities of the class enemies and serious criminals. It is a one- 
sided interpretation of the socialist democracy. As proved by the 
facts, if democracy is not developed and the people have no democra- 
tic rights to manage the state, socialist legality cannot be estab- 
lished anc realized. However, if the party's centralized and unified 
leadership is not strengthened and dictatorship is not enforced over 
the class enemies and the criminals disrupting the social order and 
endangering the interests of the state and the people, socialist 
legality likewise cannot be created and safeguarded. 








When we say that socialist democracy is the content of soctaliat 
legality, we mean that the requirements of soclaliat democracy muat 
be embodied and protected through soctaliet legality. The soctaliat 
law reflects concentratedly the common will of the broad masses ied 
by the proletariat, and acting according to law provides a s«reate) 
guarantee than acting according to the will of any individual tha, 
the activities of state organs conform to the interests and wishes of 
the people. Ase the socialist law isa permeated with the principles of 
democracy and socialism, acting according to law will safeguard the 
people's status as masters, fully activate their positivity, and gua- 
rantee the development of the political, economic and cultural acti- 
vities of the state along the socialist path. As the soctalist law 
is the summation of the expertences of the broad masses in the pro- 
duction and class struggles and reflects the objective patterns of 
the socialist economle and political developments, acting according 
to law will avoid confused and arbitrary orders and ensure observance 
of the objective patterns. The socialist law serves as the guideline 
of concrete conduct, stipulates the relationship of the rights and 
obligations between people, and unequivocally tells people what do do 
and what not to do, how to do and how not to do. Acting according to 
law unifies people's understanding and action, serves as an effective 
means to reinforce centralized and unified guidance, and safeguards 
and consolidates a stable social order. Therefore, socialist legality 
is the most effective form to embody and safeguard socialist demo- 
eracy. Lt must be pointed out that, as the embodiment and safeguard 
of soctalist democracy, socialist legality itself is also a unity of 
democracy and dictatorship and of democracy and centralism. To feel 
that soctalist legality is a part of dictatorship and centralism, or 
that it serves only to safeguard democracy is to explain its role of 
protecting socialist democracy in one aspect only, not in its com 
plete sense. 


In short, the complete concept ot socialist democracy is that it is 
the unity of democracy and dictatorship and of democracy and cen- 
tralism. Understanding in theory the entire connotation of the con- 
cept of democracy will help us correctly handle in practice the dia- 
lectic relationships between democracy and dictatorship and between 
democracy and centralism, and further consolidate and reinforce the 
socialist state system. It will also help us understand comprehen- 
Sively and correctly the dialectic relationship between socialist 
democracy and socialist legality, further develop socialist democracy, 
reinforce socialist legality, and rally the people of the whole coun- 
try in the common struggle to build China into a modern socialist 
power.

This project co “divert water from east to weet’ was designed to force 

the water trom Mian River several hundred meters higher by the use 

of electric power through a series of engineering measures. The river, 
which originates in Nianeziguan and flows eastward, would thus be diverted 
westward into Pingding County in Shanxi Province. This huge project was 
undertaken under the guiding ideology of "think of new things, undertake 
large projects.” It has already been in operation for 4 or 5 years 

and has exhausted a large amount of labor and a huge investment without 
yet yielding any benefits. 


Originally, Jingxing County and the Jingxing mining area of Hebei Province, 
which rely on the Mian River for water, as early as 1958 opened up four 
channels--Mianzuo, Mianyu, Renmin and Minzhu--for the purpose of 
ameliorating their production conditions. After many years of extension 

and continued construction work, they already have a well-integrated network 
complete with the Zi, Dou, Nong and Mao branch channel systems. For over 
20 years this network has been irrigating the more than 200,900 mu of land in 
these two areas and has preliminarily changed the past poor outlook, in which 
[the people} suffered 9 years of drought out of every 10 and took chaff

together with g@ecretarics of various communes, etudied and discussed the 
PEOPLE'S DAILY editorial, and comrades of che water conservancy department 
held a forum, Everybody was of the opinion that the editorial said what 
everybody had wished but dared not to say for a long time, as the "Ganquan 
Irrigation Canal" newly built by Jiaceheng was aleo a project, worked out 
under the influence of the ultraleft line, which tired the people out and 
wasted financial ree@ources for nothing. 


The "Ganquan Irrigation Canal" was originally an old irrigation project 

in Jiaocheng County; it had already had a history of several hundred years. 
After later expanded construction it should, according to plan, irrigate 
600,000 my of land, but in realicy it irrigated on 20,000 mu. The source 
of water was never sufficient; vet e(forts were blindly made for the 
abandonment of the old canal in favor of the construction of a new one, 


The new canal was designed and built halfway up the hills; it runs from 
west to east through four hilltops with Four separate channels. It was 
necessary to dig ¥ li of tunnels and build a canal winding along the 

hill slopes for 40 li, known altogether as "50 li of gan quan | sweet 
fountain] flowing along the hill dopes."' According to preliminary auditing, 
it was necessary to construct more than |.1 million of earth/rock blocks, 
put in more than |.1 million man/workdays, invest more than 5.2 million yuan 
of capital, and, according to plan, do 3 years’ work in 2, Work began 

in December 1977 and finished at the end of June 1979, Today, less than 

20 percent of the total work has been accomplished, more than 520,000 man/ 
workdays have been put in, and more than 2.45 million yuan of funds have 
already been spent. if the whole project is to be completed, much more 
money will have to be spent, but in reality the [new canal] will not 
irrigate more land than the old one. 


How did such a project, which has tired out the people and wasted financial 
resources to the extreme, ever get started? In the spring of 1977, the 
Jiaocheng county party committee readjusted its ranks; comrades from 

Xiyang came to Hiaocheng to preside over the task, wishing to transplant 
Xiyang's experience intact to Hiaocheng. At the time, some leaders looked 
upon themselves as saviors; soon after their arrival, instead of doing any 
investigating as to the actual situation with the Ganquan Irrigation Canal 
or developing any respect for the opinions of the technical personnel and 
local irrigation cadres, they paid no attention as to the required size of 
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the fovestment and went atraignt ahead to make the subjective, blind 
decision to dig tunnels and build the canal haltway up the hille, During 
the period when work [iret got started, some comrades expressed some 
opiniona, buc some leaders of the county party cammittee could accommodate 
noe even hali a point of a different opinion, 


As for the guiding ideology on the design and operation of the project, 
plana were laid out according to imagination, efforts were aimed at 
creating scale and 4 toreign outlook, and decorative work was attempted. 
For inetance, when the section of the construetion job from Shibi Channel 
to Shishu Channel was designed, the requirement was inserted that it be 
done as a project for the benetit of visitors; thus, apart from the 
channel to be dug, a visitors’ road for car traffic must also be built. 
A bridge therefore was added above the viaduct so that cars could be 
driven on the bridge, and it was also required that people in the cars 
should be able to see the noisy running water. Al) this consequently 
incurred the unnecessary additional consumption of manpower and material 
and financial resources, and the waste caused by the project became 
shocking. 


At a recently convened meeting of commune and production brigade 

cadres, responsible comrades of the county party committee spoke of the 
lessons from this project, indicating that we should take it as a warning.

LUnsigned commentary: "A Suggestion -- The System of State 
Should be Changed from'Proletarian Dictatorship’ to ‘People's 
Democracy" 


(Text | Within the month, the Third Plenum of the Fifth 
National People's Congress will open and be under close watch 
from all quarters. Rather than present any perfunctory views, 
we wish to offer a suggestion: 


Article One of the First Section of the Constitution stipulates 
the Chinese system of state. Henceforth, this should be 
correctly named a “people's democracy” rather than a "prole- 
tarian dictatorship." 


There are five reasons for suggesting this change. 


1. The term “proletarian dictatorship” came from abroad. It is 
true that both the Paris Commune and the world's first soviet 
State were created by the proletariat and invloved the prole- 
tarian task of overcoming the class enemies. 


However, conditions in China were different, several classes 
joined together in revolution and the dictatorship is exercised 
by several classes. Although both the revolution and the 
dictatorship have proletarian leadership, nonetheless, such 
leadership does not alter the form or substance of the revolu- 
tion and the new nation. In the past Mao Zedong adopted a “low 
key” to benefit the united front by intentionally changing 
"proletarian dictatorship” to "people's democratic dictator- 
ship.” This change was actually quite correct, because the 
term “people's democratic dictatorship” is more closely in 
accord with actual conditions in China. 
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undergo revolution and estadiisn rian dicta‘ rship. 
According to the tneor) f Manxewveniniem, when these coun- 
tries enter the first stage of communism (socialism) and the 
Class struggle has basically subsidec, there is no particular 
need to emphasize proletarian dictatorship. "After the revo- 
lution any provisional state structures will require a dicta- 
torship." (MA-EN QUANJI [COMPLETE WORKS OF MARX AND EN’ | 
Vol 5, p &%74, Author's emphasis.) "There is adsolutely no 
jifference between,..the concept of proletarian dictatorship 
and overcoming capitalist resistance." (LIENING QUANJI 
\MPLETE WORKS OF LENIN! Vol 25, p 49) Obviously, after 
sapitalist resistance" has effectively been overcome and

reoressed, there is a steadily aecreasing need for proletarian 
dictatorship. ln Yugoslavia under Tito, where the level of 
Marx-Leninism was relatively high, within a few years after 
establishing the new government it was announced that a 

system of socialist self-rule would be established, that there 
would be no more “proletarian dictatorship,” and that the 
substance of self-rule would be the people's democracy. This 
experience is worthy of consideration. 


3. After the new China was established the citizens of this 
state were composed of the worker class, the peasant class, 
the petty bourgeoisie and the national bourgeoisie all of whom 
had equal political status, and among the people there were no 
relationships of dictators and those under a dictatorship. 
After completion of the three great transformations and the 
basic destruction of the exploiting classes, there was even 
less need for the terms “proletariat” and “proletarian 
dictatorship" in the questions regarding the state system.

ship. “The first step in a worker revolution is to elevate the 
proletariat to be the ruling class and fight for democracy.”

5. The saying "If the names are incorrect then the words will 
be unsuitable" can be supplemented with: If the words are 
unsuitable then the actions will be incorrect. For the past 

30 years, some people in power have deen putting “proletarian” 
hats on themselves and have sought to be superior to others 

by labeling all those they wish to attack as “bourgeois” and by 
carrying out a “dictatorship’"” On the one hand this confuses 
the two types of contradictions and sees the people as the 
enemy and on the other hand it overturns the rei tionship 
between democracy and dictatorship even to the point of only 
speaking of dictatorship and not discussing democracy. Under 
such conditions, the intellectuals, who as a group were always 
labeled “bourgeois” were constantly encountering calamities, 
and during the "cultural revolution" even the old and middle- 
aged cadres suffered deep harm. It is obvious that in this 
present stage, calling our system of state by the incorrect 
term "proletarian dictatorship" gives advantages to the im- 
proper acts of plotters and ambitious persons and perpetuates 
the unnecessary disasters suffered by our people and the 
nation. This historical lesson must be absorbed, now is the 
time to rectify names. 


From the above five points it ought to be clear that to call 
our system of state a “proletarian dictatorship" is impractical 
and unrealistic and transgresses against the principles of 
Marx-Leninism. Therefore, it must be rectified and replaced 
with the term “people's democracy.” This of course is not mere- 
ly a question of concepts, but has practical significances

This change is beneficial in eliminating the intellectual's 
lingering fears and fears for the future. 


This change is beneficial in mobilizing mass enthusiasm for 
building the four modernizations.

CRITICISM OF MAO DISCUSSED

LText | Recentiy, a cable from abroad reported that the 
Chinese communists had drafted a document criticising Mao 
Zedong and that it might be given internal circulation. 


Could this be true? Or is it false? 


All the way from Hong Kone to Beijing thts is the most pressing 
of questions. 


Friends who are in the know say that it is half true and half 
false. 


There definitely is a document in draft form, but the main 
content is not critical of Mao Zedong. Instead, it is concern- 
ed with such historical topics as the Great Cultural Revolu- 
tion, criticism of Lin Biao and Confucius and criticiem of 
Deng Xiaoping. However, it definitely does touch upon the 
topic of an evaluation of Mao Zedong. The document is a draft 
resolution in preparation for discussion during the Sixth 
National People's Congrese and passage by the i2th Party 
Congress, though perhaps it might even first be passed by the 
Sixth National People's Congress. The claim made in the 
foreign cable that the document had been circulated internally 
is premature. 


According to friends, the Sixth National People's Congress is 
to take place before too long. However, the 12th Party Con- 
gress, originally scheduled for the end of this year, might 
not be held before next spring. “This was mentioned by Hu 
Yaobange .5170 5069 6721 in late June during a report on the 
problems of middle-aged and young cadres. 
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[In Peeling Bamboo noots On neounters Aesistance 


I have the feeling that in broaching the subject of criticism 
of Mao Zedong, the Chinese communists are adopting an approach 
like that of peeling bamboo shoots, which is to peel first one 
layer and then another, and at a slow tempo. Why are such 

slow movements necessary” 


One important reason is that there is resistance. 


This is to say that some people are opposed to or not greatly 
in agreement with criticism of Mao Zedong. They either wish 
to safeguard his image or wish to safeguard their options to 
cover themselves. Because of this, even though there is an 
ongoing struggle it primarily is in the realm of ideology. 


The question of a memorial service for Liu Shaoqi revealed 
this struggle. On October 14th, the GONGREN RIBAO published an 
article by Wang Guangmei _3769 0342 5019] titled "In Memory of 
Comrade An Ziwen".1344 1311 2429, which reported that An 
Ziwen, (former Director of the Central Committee Organization 
Department, a powerful assistant to Liu Shaoqi, and, after the 
fall of the “Gane of four,” Vice President of the Central 
Committee Party School) on the eve of ner death said: "Re- 
habilitation of Comrade LLiu_ Shaogi would be a victory, but 
not a complete victory, as the poisons of Lin Biao and the

"30 percent (or less) to 70 percent.” As the views are many, no con- 
clusion can be drawn. Some men of goodwill worry that new contradic- 
tions may result from the assessment and lead to confusion, detrimen- 
tal to stability and unity and to the realizacion of the four modern- 
izations. I feel that the simple use of figures is unscientific and 
worrying about getting into trouble and affecting the four moderniza- 
tions superfluous. On the contrary, clarifying the right and wrong 
is most beneficial. Mao Zedong's tremendous merits before the found- 
ing of the nation cannot be obliterated, but nor can he be relieved 
of responsibility for the new ultraleftwing line formed after the 
founding of the nation and the resulting calamities and disasters. 
Therefore, a prompt and matter-of-fact assessment of all his activi- 
ties and deeds, be they correct or erroneous, is called for. Clari- 
fying the issue will benefit stability and unity and encourage the 
people to realize the four modernizations. Mao's merits and mistakes 
exist objectively in history. From the historical materialist view- 
point, stressing or overlooking either is not fair. From the dia!ec- 
tic viewpoint, the greater the achievements and the higher the pres- 
tige to start with, the stronger will be the effect afterward. On 
the issue of merits and mistakes, everyone must uphold the principles 
that “mistakes must be amended by merits” and that “mistakes cannot 
be offset by merits." A person who has made mistakes should be 
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encouraged to fepent and to render new meritorious service to the 
people, making amends for thelr mistakes by thelr merits, But a per- 
son who does evil on the strenath of his merits and bullies others 
with his power must not be tolerated, because the people trust him 
for his merite and it becomes easy for him, with hia prestige, to do 
evil, and the detrimental consequences will be inestimable. The. e= 
fore, to offset or conceal subsequent evil deeds with past merita 
will noe do. le te even more impermissible for a person who, “once 
with power in his hands, issues orders indiecriminately,” utiliazing 
the power and prestige granted him by the people to do whatever he 
pleases, defying lawe human and divine. If so, what is the use for 
the people to ask him to establish merits? Therefore, the principle 
that “mieatakes cannot be offset by merits” means that today's mia- 
takes cannot be offset by merits of the past. Past merits are past; 
today's mistakes belong to today. 


Therefore, on the lesue of Mao's assessment, it will be meaningless 
if we depart from the principles discussed above and argue about the 
mathematical percentages. We must make a comprehensive, historical 
and objective assessment, seeking the truth from the facts and re- 
fraining trom sophistry and overpowering, so that different opinions 
and views are permitted expression, presenting the facts, giving the 
reasons and convincing people with facts and reasons. 


The purpose of assessing Mao is to learn a lesson. It is hoped that 
the Chinese Communist authorities will not play coy, evading and 
equivocating, but speak frankly and activate the people to partici- 
pate in the undertaking.

The article gives as an example of open mindedness the Chinese Academy 
of Sciences enrollment of 13 young people for graduate studies though 
they did not have college diplomas. There are many young people with 
great potential and the thing to do is to discover them and help them. 


The article laments the fact that some leading comrades do not fee] 
the urgency of finding people of great promise for the country's 
modernization. They either do not feel the need or else complain that 
there are none. Most young people want to study and accomplish some- 
thing. They need encouragement and help. 





However, the article goes on, some leading comrades, instead of caring 
for them and educating them, try to stifle them. They fear that giving 
working time to study may affect production. They set production against 
education, and are blind to the fact that without raising the workers 
scientific and cultural level, productivity cannot be raised. The article 
tells how a Zhengzhou factory put all kinds of obstacles in the way of 

a young worker who wanted to take T.V. courses.

the Fifth CPPCC National Committee, Comrade Deng Xiaoping pointed out: 
building China into a modern, powerful socialist country with a high 
legree of democracy and civilization calls for great efforts to bring 
into play the superiority of China's socialist system. Organizationally, 
we sust do our best to discover, train and promote people who are 
quelified for the work of modernization, opening all avenues so that 
competent people can fully use their talents. 


An important task confronting us is none other than training more young 
people co become persons of ability and selecting a large number of 
talented persons trom among youth. People have different answers to 

such questions as “how should we treat the youth of this generation?" 

"Are there able young people around?" and "Can a large number of qualified 
personnel be trained from among youth?" Before we answer these questions, 
let us take a look at some examples. 





Shen Youtang, age 28, of the Shukuang Hospital, affiliated to the Shanghai 
College of Traditional Chinese Medicine, graduated from a junior middle 
school in 1967. For a long time, he painstakingly studied the way to 
determine the output of an impeded heart [zu kang xin 7091 2123 1800}. 

He has achieved a great deal in his studies, filled a gap in China's 
medical science in this field and aroused international interest. Some 
foreign medical experts have asked him for relevant research papers. 

The international angiology committee offered him membership. In 1979 
Shen Youtang was promoted a lecturer of the Shanghai College of 
Traditional Chinese Medicine. 


Chen Ling, age 25, graduated from a junior middle school in Beijing in 
1972. He has learned English, German, French and Russian in 8 years 
of hard self-study. He took part in the examination for linguists 
sponsored by the Bureau of Higher Education and came out fourth in the 
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English test among more than 100 competitors, Recentiy the No | branch 
of the Beijing [Industrial University has hired him as a toreign Language 
material clerk, 


Su Yongiong, 31, was a worker of the Zhoudong County Brewery In 
Heilongjiang Province. For many years he has seriously learned vocational 
skilis and made achievements in improving the quality of wines. 

HELLONGJ LANG FAXTAO |HEITLONGJTANG FERMENTATION] journal has published 

four research papers he wrote and hired him as a member of its editorial 
committee. One of his research papers is entitied "An Introduction to 

the Distillation of White Wine." He has been director of the brewery 
since 1979, 


Zhang Yuanzheng, 30, is an educated youth who has settled in the Dongsheng 
production team ot the Zhenzhu production brigade in the Changan commune 
in Arun banner of Nei Monggol Autonomous Region, Since he became leader 
of the production team in 1978, he has led the commune members in 

working hard and brought about great change in the team. Per-capita 
income among team members has increased by 100 yuan yearly in the past 

2 years and 60 percent of the team's farming has been mechanized, 


Zhou Jiwu, 30, of the data room of the Zhuzhou Municipal Electronics 
Research Institute in Hunan Province has translated more than 400,000 words 
over the past 4 years. With remarkable ability in organizing information 
collection, he is one of the sponsors for China's miniature computer 
information network. Recommended by four electronics experts in Zhuzhou 
Municipality, he has recentiy been made an exception in personnel regu- 
lations, being promoted engineer. 


The above-mentioned examples are only a small portion of what has recently 
been reported by the press. In fact, many outstanding young people like 
them exist of various fronts throughout the country. Most of them were 

born in the 1950s and were indeed adversely affected by the 10-year turmoil. 
Nevertheless, many of them did not neglect their studies even in those 
turbulent years in which they could not receive adequate school education. 
They seized every minute and second and redoubled their efforts parti- 
cularly after the downfall of the "gang of four." Therefore, they have 

made outstanding achievements on their workposts. 


Facts show that vouths now in the 20's or early 30's are not of a 
“collapsed generation" or "lost generation," although they were adversely 
affect-’ uy the turmoil. There are many persons of ability among them. 
It is important that we should take a broader view, know how to dis- 
tinguish them and dare to select and promote them once we decide that 
they show great promise. 


The Sichuan Provincial CYL Committee has helped Wang Yinju, a parttime 


worker, become an editor of theoretical materials which is an enlighten- 
ing example indeed. 
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A senior middie hool student interested in sucla. sclences, Wang Yinju 
meticulously collected reference materials and wrote an article "The 
History of Communist Alliances," a subject on which few people at that 
time did any systematic study. However, tor this article, he was 
considered "presumtuous" and "a dangerous element" and was forced to 
leave school. During the "Great Cultural Revolution," he was designated 
"ideologically reactionary" for the same reason and was put in Ja.i on 
fabricated charges. Released in 1972, he became a parttime worker. In 
1979 he appealed to the authorities concerned. Determined that Wang's 
was a wronged case and that he himself was a young man of great promise, 
the committee wholeheartedly helped solve his problems. I[t assisted 

the public security department to redress and rehabilitate him, and 
return his manuscripts to him, recosnending him to the Sichuan People's 
Publishing Hovse where he became an editor in the theoretical editorial 
room. This highly rep. sible attitude of seeking, discovering and 
fostering people of great promise should indeed be encouraged. 


Contrary to this example, some comrades do not feel it urgent that a 
great number of talented people are needed in the modernization drive. 
With plenty of cultivable talent around, these comrades just do not 

show concern for them, train them or use them. They even repress, 
stifle and ruin them with all sort. of excuses. A young man of Lanxi 
County, Zhejiang, named Li Zixian, was quite good at raising bees. 

Since 1975 he .ad published over a dozen commendable articles on the 
theory and practice of beekeeping in the magazine CHINA APICULTURE. 
Simply because he had an undesirable family background, he was driven 
out of the bee farm and was forced to work at a foodstuff center. 
Terribly pained by the separation from the bee farm, he has appealed 
severa] times to be sent back. The problem is not yet solved. Cases 
Like this--cherishing no talents, not putting their strong points to use 
but putting them in a difficult situation and even unreasonably repress- 
ing them--can be found in many places and units. Leading cadres at ali 
levels should take note of these cases as food for thought. 


Some cadres always lament the shortage of talent but make no efforts at 
all to cultivate it. To cultivate young people of promise means helping 
a great number of them make up for lost time, time they have been forced 
to lose. Nowadays, man. young people are keenly enthusiastic about 
study and eagerly want to acquire some knowledge by all possible means. 
This is something valuable. Leading cadres should do their best to 
facilitate their study and create conditions for it so as to train more 
talent. Some leading cadres are only concerned about immediate produc- 
tion tasks and are terribly afraid of letting young people have some 
time to do study lest "production be affected." Thus, they set produc- 
tion against education, not knowing that without raising the workers’ 
scientific and educational level, it is impossibl. to raise production 
efficiency and even impossible for them to handle the advanced equipment 
and master advanced technology. This is shortsightedness, unable to 
perceive the long-term benefits. What is more serious is that some 
leading cadres not only refuse to give support to but go out of their 
way to obstruct or even abuse young workers who are keenly interested 
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in attending television or spavet ime un. ersit’es. Quite a number of 
young people have sent letters Co newspapers complaining against this 
Situation, Recently HENAN KIBAO published a letter from Zhang Qinghua, 
a worker of the experiment plant affillaced to the Zhengzhou Machine 
Manufacturing School under the First Ministry of Machine Building, saying: 
He became a full-course television university student last year after 
obtaining approval of the leadership ana passing an examination, studying 
in daytime and doing production work at the work shop at night. Later, 
the party committee demanded that he fulfill the monthly work-hour 
quota. Knowing that it was difficult to carry out this order, he was 
willing to do half the work and have his wages cut by half. Not long 
afterwards, the party committee disqualified him as a television 
university student, saying that he had rot worked enough. To fulfill 
the quota of work hours, he asked his wife to work at the workshop with 
him, leaving their baby in the locked house. Even then, the party 
committee sent people to the classroom to drag him out. He insisted 

on attending the class. The party committee held a number of meet ings 
to criticize and denounce him by name and ordered the workshop to 
organize meetings to do the same. Later, his wages were withheld for 

8 months and he was given o warning on the pretext that he could not 

do day-shift work and it was tmpossible to give him another assignment. 
"I really do not know what crimes T had committed by choosing to be a 
television university student and why should I be dealt such a blow!" 
This is a problem and comp!oint the young man has put to society. Ils 
this tolerable in ovr socialist country when the party Central Committee 
has called for raising the scientific and cultural level of the whole 
nation? 


Fortunately, this case has been correctly handled by leading organiza- 
tions comerned. Outstanding examples like this are not very many of 
course. However, it is quite common that young people are "stifled" 
and not allowed to have more opportunity to acquire education. We 
hope leading cadres at all levels pay more attention to this problem 
and correct any wrong practices. 


Today's younger generation is called "the generation of the next century.” 
To a great extent, success of China's modernization depends on them. 
Therefore, whether or not we can train more young people as useful persons 
and whether or not we can boldly select and promote talented persons 

from among the young people is an important matter concerning the success 
of our modernization. [In this matter, we have to totally eliminate 
various backward and conservative ideas and reform our systems. Systems 
of examination, employment and promotion for workers and cadres and so 

on must all be conducive to young people's advancement through more 
education. We must resolutely emancipate our minds and dare to break 

old conventions. This year the Chinese Academy of Sciences enrolled 

193 research fellow, 13 of them middle school or technical school 
graduates. According to regulations, applicants as research fellows must 
be graduates of regular universities. Not sticking to any single stipu- 
lation, the academy enrolled some young people who, although lacking 
regular schooling, acquired comparabie knowledge and gave a good showing 
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in examination, It is fine to break through this “stipulation,” This 
attitude is also desirable in using and promoting cadres, for inatance, 
granting of Cities such as technicians, engineers, agronomists, medical 
doctors in charge, editors, reporters, lecturers, professors and research 
fellows should not be based on schooling alone. People without adequate 
schooling but having comparable knowledge should be granted commensurate 
titles and appropriate jobs, There are now plenty young people o! great 
promise or great ability, If leading cadres at all levels adopt a 
fervent attitude and adhere to the correct policy and principles, they 
can certainly discover more people of great promise, This is entirely 
necessary for the acceleration of the four modernizations.

Exploration is for innovation, but innovations cannot be isolated from his- 
tory. Progress requires reform, but only those stale and backward ways that 
are in the way of new growth should be removed.

abject poverty. Thus the underground party organization ied the Mo.ses in 
the "learning aid movement,” the “tutor movement,” and the “honer=the=-teacher 
movement." Prom their own practice, the masses realized that the root of 
poverty Wae the teactionary rule of Chiang Kal-shek's traitorous dictatorship, 
ind they aleo came to underetand the power of unity and organized forces, 
Their revolutionary consciousness was therefore raised, and sympathy for the 
people and thoughts and teelinegs tor the people's wellare were gradually cul- 
tivated among them. lhese@ were the bases for a phi losephy of revolut lonary 
life. The party also inatructed us that political propaganda work for young 
people must cater to their interests and must approach their intellectual 
level through rich and varied forme of masse activities. Activities, such as 
sutmer camps, camp!tres, summer evening parties s¢« rving watermelon and mung- 
bean soup, and field trips, which enjoy great popularity among young people 
today, were pretty well developed in the youth movement in preliberation 
days. Mags concerts and theater were also effective wavs of uniting and 
educating the Masses. loday, many of the middie-age cadres received their 
first enlightenment through songs like “Yellow River Chorus,” “Wonderful 
Place Beyond the Mountain,” “leahouse Baliad,” and "Stumbling Is Nothing.” 
and mortality plave such as "Put Down Your Whip” and the "Match-Vending 
Girl." /ropaganda at that time emphasized realism and image; a variety of 
interesting and lively methods were preterred to boring and empty teaching. 
The resulting methods were atiractive, effective, and persuasive. We alao 
emphasized Che individual approach: we organized pingpong teams to hind to- 
gether those who |iked sports; we built libraries and organized reading clubs 
for those who like to read. We taught children who Like to watch "peepsnows” 
the “peepshow song" in Shanghai dialect: ‘Look inside and peep inside/ 
Shanghai is truly a bustling city,. Neon lights are bright/ Rich people 

eat and eat/ Poor people cry cold and hungry.” We also led them in “reliei 
movement” in ghettoes and made "littie ceporters” and "Little teachers" out 
ot them to visit the poor, so as to be exposed to class education.... Until 
the 1950's, following the good tradition of preliberation days, and adapting 
to the new situation and new characteristics of the 1950's, the broad politi- 
cai education workers created many new working experiences. Educational 
activities, such as “birthday parties,” were initiated and popularized by the 
summer camp of the Pioneers. A series of principles on youth ideological 
education extracted and refined from the rich traditions! educational experi- 
ences at that time included "combine ideology with knowledge and interest," 
“education through entertainment,” “one key to open one lock,” “little by 
little, change and influence imperceptibly, "like fine carving, penetrate 
deeply and skilifully,” “patient persuasion and active leadership," "inte- 
grate with the masses and be their intimate friends,” "snowballing", etc. 

We still find those scientific educational experiences and traditional methods 
of ideological education heartwarming and refreshing, because they are close 
to reality and meet the demands of the present. We must make an effort to 
clean up the remaining evils of feudal education and the ultraieftist educa- 
tional meth ds which have become rampant since the Cultural Revolution, and 
develop further the good educational traditions of the past.

Some comrades believe that the traditional revolutionary method of comparing 
is no longer appropriate, Some spectaliste on juvenile problema also sub- 
scribe to this view, | de not coneur, however, We Must not forget that one 
of the characteristics of youth in the new era is their lack of historical 
knowledge and expericnce, To teach them patriotion, don't we need to tell 
them something about modere Chinese history’ Don't we need to say something 
about the suffering of old China, and how new China emerged from struggles? 
if one knows only to compare material culture and creature comforts with the 
capitalist countries, without understanding the original bases of our mother- 
land, without understanding the exploitation and repressione suffered by our 
grandparents, without underatanding the achievementea and the progress our 
country has made, and without understanding the social evila of the capi 
talist countries, how can he understand sociallam? Without comparison, 
there will not be atrony Likes and dislikes or a distinetion between good 
and evil, and there wil! not be knowledge gained from facts, This kind of 
traditional revolutionary educational method is needed not only today but 
also in the future, Failure to use thie method means putting our youth in 
danger of forgetting about our motherland and ovr history. 


What are we to do when some young people are not responsive to the remember- 
ing and comparing method of education? This question requires specific 
analysis. Responsiveness ie not dependent on the method iteelf but on its 
application. Method is at the service of object and content. Of course, 
there should be new content and new forms for the new objects of the new era. 
Nowadays, many schools encourage students to read “Lovely China” written by 
Fang Zhimin [2455 |807 2404), listen to etories told by Zhang Qfong [1728 
8825] the motherly revolutionary, watch “stars twinkle tonight,” and appre- 
ciate musicians plaving good music created in different periods. The Pioneers 
also engage in “comparing childhood with grandpa and grandma." Aren't these 
“remembering and comparing" activities lively in image, informative in con- 
tent, and varied in form? Aren't they popular among the young people who 
embrace them enthusiastically? The comparison method was abused during the 
time of the "gang of four." At that time, the life of the people was going 
from bad to worse, but the masses were required to appreciate the so-called 
paradise where “birds chirp and swallows dance" through “remembering bitter- 
ness and reflecting on sweetnese."” The masses became even more exasperated 
through recalling bitter memories. Who would be responsive to this stuff? 
Playing on ultraleftism, the “gang of four” made remembering and comparing 
simplistic and vulgar. for example, following the theory of expanding class 
struggle, they pushed “monthly comparison, daily comparison" and invariably 
adopted the same mode of “an old worker's bitter memory," which became end- 
lessly repetitive and trite.

At present we ate in a great transitional age, Educational ideology and 
methods must aim ac “the future” while planting our feet in "the past." We 
Must inherit creatively and create trom our inheritance. We must have the 
courage to change and to toanevate=-to change feudaliam and the outmoded 
educational methods which are unequal to the demands of socialiat moderniza-

A young worker wrote this in a 
letter that appeared in today's BEIJING DAILY. 


He wrote: "What's wrong with having a party and dancing, wearing pretty 
flared trousers or high heels?" The society is progressing and times are 
changing. Old habits will eventually be replaced by new ones. “Some 
cadres and older people tend to be old-fashioned. Anything they are not 
used to they think is bad. I don't think this attitude is correct." 


He urged the Communist Party, Youth League and trade unions to pay atten- 
tion to young people's lives. 


Two textile workers, in another letter, were in favor of dancing at parties. 
Their textile mill held six dances this year and they Livened up the work- 
ers cultural lite, and some new friendships were made. They think that 
dances are good as long as the people don't wear weird clothes or act 
indecently. They suggest that dances should be for about two hours. 


In the same column the Youth League Committee of a printing plant suggests 
that the young people's lives need to be more interesting. The committee 
has organized outings, mountain climbs, boating, dances, performances, 
summer camps, and contests on international affairs, literature, music 
and others. The young workers at the plant have been very enthusiastic 
about the activities. The letter said that it is the duty of the Youth 
League to care for the young workers.

‘Text! The day atter three deputies [rom Shanghai criticized the 1980 
national budget and the 1981 national budget estimate, deputies from 
Guizhou, Anhui, Gansu, Qinghal and Guangxi Zhuang Autonomous Region, 

at a panel discussion of the Third Sesston of the Fifth NPC, expressed 
their views on tunds for education. In light of the limited educational! 
funds and the excessively smal! percentage of such funds in the national 
budget, scores of deputies from varicus provinces and municipalities had 
submitted a 7-point proposal. 





it le really not strange that the NPC deputies showed great concern over 
the educational funds. Half of China's young people are under 21 years 
old. That means the issue of education involves every family and person. 
At present, about 60 percent of the people in the countryside in a number 
of provinces in China such as Guizhou, Anhui, Gansu, Nei Monggol and 
others are illiterate. Some 48 percent of the rural cadres in these 
provinees are illiterate. In some national minority areas, more than 

90 percent of the people are illiterate. 


Militarily, China is the most powerful nation in Asia, ranking fourth in 
the world. tn terms of military aid for foreign countries, China ranks 
third in the world. But in terms of the number of college students in 
relation to population, China ranks L3lst among 141 countries in the 
world. At present, 150 million people in China are illiterate. 


At a presidium meeting, Tan Zhenlin, chairman of the budget committee, 
quoted the words ot Yao Yilin and Wang Baingquan. They explained at a 
panel discussion that the main reason for China's low educational funds 
is because of the nation's efforts to spend more funds for national 
defense and capital construction projects in the fields of industry and 
agriculture and to catch up with the advanced countries of the world. 
This explanation is foolish. To Limit educational funds to increase 
national defense expenditures is tantamount to "cutting out a piece of 
one's flesh to cure a boil.”

Practice has proven that it is impossible to achieve the tour modernivza 
tions without enough experts who have the necessary professional skills 
and without engineers, technictans and technical cadres, let slone catch 
ing up with advanced countries of the world, At present, educat tonal 
funds in the United States and Japan account for 7.4 to 7.5 percent of 
national income, but China's funds earmarked ‘or education only accounted 
for 2 percent of national income last year, Let us take the example of 
the Ministry of Farm Machinery, an important organization tor the reall- 
zation of agricultural modernization. Only 30,9 percent of the cadres 
have studied agriculture, The situation is even more serious in other 
farm mechanization departments. Only 5 percent of the cadres have mas- 
tered agricultural skills. The situation in various other organizations 
is a 30 deplorable. 


The problem concerning professional cadres remains very serious. At the 
same time, China's institutions of higher learning can only admit 4 per- 
cent of the senior middle school graduates in the country. Our army also 
needs cadres with professional knowledge. Therefore, funds for education, 
culture and public health, particularly funds for education, contained in 
the 1980 national budget and the 198] national budget estimate should be 
revised on the basis of the proposal put forward by many NPC deputies.
